The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Colorado  ,?rade  standard  on  a  new 
grade  adopted  by  the  Division. of  Markets,  Il'arch  18 »  1922. 

COLORADO  GRADE  STANDARD. 

Two-thirds  of  the  potatoes  of  this  grade  shall  meet  all  require- 
ments of  U.S.  Grade  No.  1.    The  remaining  one -third  shall  meet  the 
size  requirements  of  U.S. Grade  No.  1  and  shall  rneet  the  quality  re- 
quirements <of  U.S.  Grade  No.  2,  except  that  no  dry  rot  shall  be  permit- 
ted, aside  from  the  tolerance. 

In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  commercial  grading 
and  handlings  five  percentum,  by  weiorht,  of  the  Entire  lot  may  be 
under  the  prescribed  size,  and,  in  addition,  six  percentum,  by  wei<?ht, 
of  the  entire  lot  may  be  below  the  quality  requirements  of  U.S.  Grade 
No.  2,  but  no  more  than  one-third  of  such  six  percentum,  that  is  to 
say,  not  more  than  two  percentum  by  weight  of  the  entire  Lot,  may 
have  the  flesh  injured  by  soft  rot. 

Since  there  is  not  any  tolerance  pro'^'ided  in  the  tv/o«thirds  which 
shall  meet  all  requirej^ents  of  U.S. Grade  No.  1,  the  entire  tolerance 
shall  be  included  in  the  remaining  one -third  of  the  lot*

Potatoes".,  The  Production  and  Development  thereof  for  Export  to  the 
United  States.    This  report  contains  a  brief  survey  of  the  development 
and  production  of  high  grade  seed  potatoes  in  New  Brunswick  during 
the  past  four  years*    It  is  claimed  that  25,000  bushels  of  the  1921 
crop  of  high  grade  seed  has  been  sold  in  the  United  States.    New  York 
State  is  the  largest  purchaser  of  this  seed  stock.    According  to  the 
Vice  Consul  it  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  available  for  export  , 
from  the  1922  crop  approximately  150,000  to  200,000  bushels.  The 
following  strains  of  Green  Mountain  are  mentioned.

Arrangeiiients  are  being  .mde  for  careful  experinents  and  derronstrati on" 
this  year  in  the  use  of  dust  sprays  and  wet  sprays  for  the  control  of 
the  leaf  hopper  and  potato  blight.

interest  this- year  in  control  measures  and  we  look  for  a  rapid  develop- 
ment of  better  control  measures- in  this  state  for  certain  potato  pests. 

There  is  very  little  frost  in  the  ground  in  upper  Wisconsin  this 
year  and  we  have  had  a  very  heavy  fall  of  sno^^*    Due  to  the  lack  of  frost, 
all  this  snov/  vdll  be  taken  up  by  the  soil  as  it  melts  and  especially 
where  good  crops  of  clover  are  available,  we  look  for  potato  land  to  be 
in  very  good  condition  especially  in  upper  Wisconsin. 

Several  schedules  of  meetin?cs  have  been  arranged  by  the  Experir:-.'?nt 
Station  for  the  month  of  April. 

Certain  slight  changes  have  been  made  in  the  seed  potato  inspection 
work  and  the  Experiment  Station  hopes  to  meet  all  of  the  growers  in  the 
heavy  potato  producing  sections  who  will  be  interested  in  seed  potato 
inspection  work  this  season.

12,  published  by  the  New 
Jersey  Potato  Association,  contains  an  interesting  disiAUssicn  on 
"Spraying  versus  dusting  for  the  control  of  pink  and  sreen  lice''r  by 
Thomas  J,'  Headlee.    The' results  secured  from  one  season' s- experimiats 
indicate  that  a  2  per  cent  nicotine  dust  will  under  proper  conditions 
kill  as  large  a  per  cent  of  the  plant  lice  as  a  liquid  spray  of  1-g 
pints  of  black-leaf,  40  to  100  gallons  of  water  and  G  lbs.  of  soap,  but 
it  is  slower  in  its  action.    Furthermore  the  dust  spray  is  irore  expensiv 

Dr.  \7,  H.  Martin,  in  the  same  publication,  gives  the  results  of  i 
season's  test  of  "spraying  versus  dusting  for  the  control  of  foliage 


dises-se"-.    The  date  secured  indicate  that  dust  sprays  are  legs  efficient 
than  wet  sprays'  in  the  control  of  early  blight  and  tip  burn.  Both 
investigators  are  careful  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  their  findings  only 
represent  or?  seasou' s^ trial.

Rudnick  and  the  7:riter  have  been  spending  sometime  collating  the 
data  on  the  five-year  experin.ent  dealin-;  -^'ith  the  stuc^y  of  the  temperature' 
relation  in  potato  production  in  the  corn  belt.    The  Rural  New  Yorkor 
was  used  throughout  txie  experiment  and  the  dat3s  of  planting  were  set  at 
ten-day  intervals,  beginning  April  10  and  carrv'ing  through  to  the  middle 
of  June.    These  plantings  v;oul4 ,  there?  ore  ,  fellow  the  seasonal -ri  se  in 
temperature  which  reaches  the  forty  degree  lin^  in  Central  Iowa  on  the 
average  of  a  little  teicre  the  middle  of  April.    The  average  for  the  five 
years  for  the  April  plantings 'was  124.4  busnels  per  acre  and  for  the 
planting  made  the  first  half  cf  June  76,2  bushels.    The  best  yields  oai 
the  average  were  secJured  from  plantings  made  shortly  after  the  seasonal 
rise  in  temperature  crosses  the  forty  degree  line.     In  ether  words,  early 
planting  in  this  experiment  prc'esthe  most  profitable  for  late  potatoes* 
The  plantings  made  after  the  middle  of  May  gave  a  3uccessi-''e  decline  in 
yield.    Between  the  first  and  last  plc.rni.-i.g  there  is  a  spread  of  seme 
sixty-five  buskis  per  acre,.   A. large  prcpoitlnii  of  the  corn  belt  farmers^ 
get  their  potatoes- in  after  the  corn  i-.^  p?.aiTCSd,     Since  the  minimum 
vegetative  temperature  for  tne  potato  is  fully  ten  decree's  lower  than 
that  for  corn  it  is  evi-ient  that  the  present  practice  should  be  reversed""

Agent  of  the  Mobile  County,  Alaban:a,  the  writer  had  an  opportunity  tc  see 
some  potato  fields  in  the  xucmity  of  Mobile  the  forenoon  of  the  2oth, 
Some  fairly  good  Triumphs  were  noted  on  one  farm  that  appeared  as  if  they 
iiilght  niake  50  to  75  sacks  per  acre  \7hile  others  were  inspected  that  v^culd 
not  average  ever  thirty  sacks  of  100  lbs.  each.     Some  fairly  good  fields 
of  Irish  Cobblers  'Mere  also  noted.    The  Irish  Cobblers  v^cre  being  ?^rov;n 
from  Louisville,  Ky,  second  crop-  seed.     In  one  field  examined  the  :^eni;inaticn 
W(i.s  very  uneven  indicating  some  weakness  in  the  seed  as  the  late  comers 
were  interspersed  with  those  that  had  germinated  normally.    On  the  whole 
the  Irish  Cobbler  fields- appeared  to  be  thriftier  than  those  of  the  Triumph. 
In  the  poor  Triumph  fields  a  considerable  percentage  of  the  plants  were 
affected  with  mosaic  disease^ 

Saturday  the  29th  was  spent  in  Baldwin  County  vAere  throu?!;h  the  kind- 
ness-of  T)t»  K.  Idenstine  we  were  enabled  to  see' a  co,r).siderable  portion  of 
the  potato  producing  sections  of  the  County.    The  points  "visited  were 
Silver  Hill,  Robertsdale,  Sunimerdale,  Foley.  Loxley,  and  Daphne c    One  of  the 
largest  and  best  fields  noted  was  in  the  vicinity  of  Robertsdale  where  some 
60  acres  in  one  field  are  being  crrowx  on  the  Denny  Farm.    Another  lar?^e 
grower  was  visited  near  Lo.^dey  but  the  crop  at  this  point  Vv'as-^nct  as  ?!;ccd 
as  at  Robertsdale-    On  the  whole  the  potato  crop  in  Baldwin  County  is  more 
promising  than  in  Mobile  Ocuntj?. 

Both  Mr.  Vail  and  Dr.  Van  Idenstine  are  fully  convinced  that  the  seed 
situation  is  anythin,^  but  satisfactory.    Both  are  agreed  that  some  State 
legislation  is  necessary  to  prevent  local  seedsmen  from  selling  ordinary 
seed  stock  or  even  table  stock  as  certified  seed.    Many  of  the  growers  new 
recognize"! the  value  of  good  seed  and  are  more  than  v/illing  to  pay  a  premium 
for  it  and  the  temptation  to  secure  this  premium  by  cei-tain  seedsmen  leads 
to  the  unscrupulous  clahn  that  they  are  handling  certified  seed.    The  first 
step  necessary  to  the  correction  of  this  evil  is  that  of  educating  the 
growers  to  look  for  the  certified  tag  which  should  be  affixed  to  every  sack 
of  certified  seed  stock.    They  should  also  be  taught  how  ta  trace'  any  lot 
of  certified  seed  to  the  grower  or  dealer  who  put  it  up.    From  the  replies 
received  from  the  growers  it  appeared  as  if  all  the  Triumph  seed  stock  had 
come  from  Wisconsin. 

Harvesting  and  Market  in--  Notes.  «•    The  harvesting  and  shipping  season 
in  the  sections  noted  above  is  just  cpeninp.,    A  fruit  and  produce  company 
of  Mobile  informed  me  Friday  morning  that  to  date  but  three  straight  carlo t 3 
had  been  moved.

The  behavior  of  the  northern  grown  Triuniph  seed  ?to?k  that  is  bein?^ 
grown  for  experinental  otud/  and  compariscn  at  thin  point  Wjth  locally 
purchased  or  locally  grown  stock  is  on  the  whole  very  satisfactory. 
Seasonal  conditions,  however,  have  not  been  as  favorable  to  a  normal 
develcpmont  of  the  plants  as  in  1921,     Di^ring  the  planting  season  prolonged 
cold  and  wet  weather  delayed  ?r;ettir.g  the  crop  in  the  grouni  and  in  many 
instances  where  the  land  was  r^ot  er>:c3ptioi-.ally  veil  drained  poor  staivds 
resulted  through  decay  of  the  seed  pieces.    For  the  past  fev;  weeks  the 
weather  has  for  the  most  part  been  hot  and  dry  and  as  a  result  the  plants'' 
have  m.^de  a  slov;  and  what  mif;ht  be  termed  a  hard  gro>rbh; ;  that  is  the  plants 
are  dwarf er  and  the  leaves  Sxnaller  and  thicker  and  to  some  extent  rugose- 
making  it  extremely  difficult  to  secure  a  satisfactory  mosaic  reading* 
With  the  assistance  of  the  Station  pathologist,  Dr.  Edgerton,  careful 

counts  were  made  of  mosaic  infected  plants  in  the  twenty  odd  lots  of  seed 
being  tested  in  the  experimental  plat  and  these  counts  showed  a  variation 
from  no  per  cent  up  to  bO  or  iT^ore  per  cent.    Previous  counts  by 'Dr.  Edgerton 
on  an  earlier  planted  lot,  and  at  a  more  opportune  time  for  mosaic  ex- 
pression, showed  a  much  higher  per  cent  of  infection  than  could  possibly 
be  observed  in  the  particular  lot  of  plants  on  which  readings  were  made 
today. 

According  to  Prof.  Tiebout,  Louisiana  growers  are  being  rapidly  con- 
verted to  the  idea  that  certified  seed  potatoes  are  more  desirable  than 
uncertified  stock  and  they  are  willing  to  pay  the  necessary  premium  tsO 
3-ecuro  it.    Many  of  the  seed  dealers  through  the  untiring  efforts  of 
Prof «  Tiebout  are  also  v.illing  and  anxious  to  supply  their  customers  with 
certified  seed  stock.    It  is  claimed  that  22  carloads  of  certified  seed 
stock  were  planted  in  Louisiana  this  seasrn.    Tv^elve  of  these  cars  were 
from  Wisconsin  and  ten  from  western  Nebraska.     All  of  them  were  of  the 
TriuTTipn  variety.    All  indications  point  to  a  much  larger  use  of  certified 
seed  stock  next  season. 

Prof.  Tiebout  also  inform.s  ize  that  he  distributed  to  beys*  and  girls' 
cl',;bs  and  through  farm  demonstration  agents  some  700  trial  lots  of 
Triumph  seed  stock,  and  that  very  fa.vorable  results  are  beine  secured  from 
it.    A  part  of  this  stock  consisted  of  northern  grown  certified  seed  and 
a  part  was  obtained  from  local  handlers. 

Great  credit  is  due  Prof.  Tiebout  and  those  so  ably  cooperating  with 
him  for  the  present  lively  interest  of  the  q;rowers  in  hi-h  grade  seed 
stock.    It  is  claimed  that  by  its  use  the  yields  are  being  increased  from 
40  to  100  bushels  per  acre  over  tnat  of  much  of  the  seed  which  has  hitherto 
found  a  market  in  the  State.

This  condition  has  been  brought  about  particularly  through  excellent 
prices  received  for  certified  seed. during  the  past  winter  and  correspond- 
ing low  prices  for  table  stock-    Many  fields  will  undoubtedly  fail  to 
pass- inspection,  but  such  instances  will  serve  to  drive  home  the  fact  that 
potato  diseases  are  much  more  prevalent  than  many  .growers  realize-.. 

County  Agents  are  receiving  numerous  inquiries  relative  to  treatment 
of  potatoes  and  seed  oats.

Louisiana  Notes.  .  May  7,  1922. 

-    A  trip  to  New  Roads  on  Tuesday,  May  2,  was  taken  v/ith  Me^ssrs  Tiebout 
and  Axt  to  examine  the  behavior  of  five  carloads  of  certified  seed 
potatoes  that  were  planted  in  that  section  this  season.  Unfortunately 
the  object  of  the  trip  was  defeated  by  a  heavy  rain  w?iich  began  after  we 
were  well  started  toward  New  Roads,    Ov/ing  to  bad  condition  of  certain 
portions  of  the  highway  and  to  continued  rainfall  the  car  v\;as  abandoned 
at  New  Roads  and  the  retui-n  trip  made  on  a  local  freight;  but  before 
doing  so  the  seedsman  who  haj-jdled  the  shipments  of  certified  seed  stated 
that  the  growers  were  well  satisfied  wi  Ih  it  and  that  he  expected  to 
handle  from  10  to  12  carloads  next  season. 

Yfednesday  forenoon  was  spent  interviewing  some  of  the  seed  dealers 
of  Baton  Rouge.    All  spoke  favorably  of  their  experience  in  handling 
certified  seed  potatoes  this  season  and  were  planning  on  a  largely  in- 
creased sale  nexw  year*     At  2  p.  m«  the  writer,  in  company  with  Prof. 
Tiebout  and  Dr.  Fdgerton  K,t  the  Experiment  Station,  left  B?/ton  Rouge  for 
7\iexandria*    Thursday  was  devoted  to  the  exa.mination  of  two  trial 
experiments,  one  located  ok  the  fai-m  of  Mr.  W.  Sw  V/arner  some  12  miles 
southeast  of  town  and  the  other  on  the  Marler  farm  near  Boyce  some  14 
miles  fr«m  Alexandria^,     O'n  the  V/arner  farm  there  were  several  strains  of 
Wisconsin  and  Nebraska  seed  as  well  as  home  grown  seed.    The  home  f^ro^m 
seed  were  from  fall  grown  stock  and,  was  of  course,  two  crops  or  one 
season  removed  from  northern  grown  seed.     As  a  rule  the  vine  growth  was 
fullT/  equal  if  not  superior  to  that  made  by  northern  ftrown  certified  seed 
but  there  was  about  1-^  pei-  cent  of  d^jvarf  mosaic  plants  as  against 
practically  none  in  the  certified.     In  the  Marler  plat  only  Nebraska  and 
home  grown  second  crop  seed  Vi/as  planted.    The  general  size  and  vigor  of 
the  plants  wore  distinctly  superior  to  those  in  the  Vferner  plat  and  unless-' 
all  signs"=fail  the  yield  is  going  to  be  larger. 

Several  carloads  of  certified  seed  -were  used  in  the  Alexandria 
district  this  season  and  the  farmers  are  very  enthusiastic  over  the  promis- 
ing condition  of  the  crop.     It  is  safe  to  say  that  a  large  proportion  of 
the  seed  stock  used  in  this  section  next  season  will  consist  of  certified 
stock,    Oa  the  Earner  farm  one  lot  of  seed  stock  from  Dunbar,  Wisconsin, 
shovred  about  87  per  cent  of  mosaic  while  the  Smith  strain  showed  V-g-  per 
cent.

One  of  the  growers  attending  the  field  meeting  at  the  V/arner  farm 
informed  those  present  that  he  had  planted  the  tubers  produced  by  plants-^ 
showing  90  per  cent  mosaic  in  the  first  crop  in  1921  and  yielding  at 
the  rate  of  10  bushels  per  acre.    These  planted  as  a  late  crop  showed 
practically  no  mosaic  and  produced  nearly  200  bushels  per  acre.  This 
seed  stock  planted  in  1922  as  an  early  crop  showed  a  larger  per  cent  of 
dwarf  mosaic  plants,  but  the  total  of  mosaic  plants  was  less  than  30  per 
cent,  and  the  average  size  and  vigor  of  the  plants  v;as  good.  Apparently 
this  is  one  of  the  ine-xpli  cable  behaviors  of  mosaic  infected  stock  which 
should  receive  a  more  careful  study  by  the  pathologist  and  the  horticul- 
turist alike.

The  writer  arrived  at  Brownsville,  S'aturday  noon  and  spent  a  part 
of  the  afternoon  interviewing  members  of  the  Crockett  &  Vteil  Co.,  whole- 
sale commission  dealers  with  headquarters  in  Alexandria,  La.  These 
gentlemen  are  financially  interested  in  the  1500  acre  farm  known  locally, 
as  well  as  widely,  as  The  Southmost  Plantation- 
Over  500  acres  of  Triumph  potatoes  were  grown  on  the  plantation  this 
season.    All  but  70  acres  of  this  area  have  already  been  harvested.  The 
potatoes  from  this  plantation  are  not  graded  in  conformance  with  U.  Si 
grades.    All  tubers  passing  over  a  l-^-  inch  screen  are  marketed  as  one 
grade.    This  simply  means  that  such  a  grade  includes,  in  so  far  as  size 
goes,  U.        f^rades  No^s-^l  and  2*.   The  two  bushel  burlap  sack  is  the  only 
conxainer^^®§nese  hold  from  114  to  113  lbs.  of  tubers  per  sack.  The 
price  of  f  .o»b-  track  yesterday  was  Ci4.25  to  nH.50  per  cwt.    At  the  first 
of  the  season  the  top  price  received  was  around  6  cents  per  lb  .  Some 
60  carloads  have  already  been  shipped  from  the  plantation  and  a  total 
to  date  from  Brownsville  of  about  120  cars  from  this  town. 

Opportunity  was  given  the  writer  to  visit  The  Southmost  Plantation 
the  forenoon  of  the  7th  which  was  accepted.    The  stand  of  plants  in  the 
unharvested  field  indicated  about  70  per  cent  of  a  stand.    The  yields 
secured  from  the  harvested  acreage  as~  deduced  from  the  carloads  shipped 
would  indicate  an  average  return  of  about  60  bushels  per  acre.    A  large 
acreage  of  string  beans  are  in  course  of  harvesting.    The  crop  is  yield- 
ing at  the  rate  of  100  bushels  per  acre  and  is  being  marketed  in  a  4/5 
bushel  hamper,  for  which  the  grower  is  receiving  C'2»75  per  crate.  The 
first  bean  shipments  brought  C4.00  per  hamper. 

Approximately  3000  acres  of  early  potatoes  were  planted  in  Cameron 
County  this  season.

Replies  to  inquiries  sent  out  recently  indicate  an  increased  acreage 
in  all  of  the  important  potato  growing  counties  of  the  State.    This  in- 
crease varies  from  approximately  two  per  cent  in  Monmouth  to  a  reported  in- 
crease of  25  per  cent  in  Cumberland  'bounty.    Most  of  the  potatoes  are  up 
and  the  stand  is  very  good*    The  outlook  for  a  good  crop  is  promising. 

The  writer  spent  Monday,  May  15  at  Freehold  and  Hightsto^m  e:xamining 
the  fertilizer  plots  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  Office  of  Soil 
Fertility  Investigations  and  also  the  seedling  and  variety  test  conducted 
by  Prof.  Stuart..   The  potatoes  in  the  latter  test  are  just  coming  through 
with  the  promise  of  an  exceptionally  good  stand.    The  fertilizer  test  at 
Holmdel  is  planted  with  Irish  Cobblers  and  vvhile  the  plants  are  up  only 
about  3  inches,  color  differences  are  already  apparent  on  the  diffjerent 
treatments. 

The  local  gro';;;ers  are  raising  the  question  as- to  the  relative  merits- 
of  spraying  and  dusting.    The  present  indications  are  that  more  growers 
will  adopt  some  method  of  disease  control  than  ever  before.    The  N,  J. 
Experiment  Station  plans  to  ccnduct  extensive  ss^raying  and  dsting  tests  for 
the  control  of  foliage  diseases  and  insects  in  the  vicinity  of  Freehold. 

The  growers  of  Monmouth,  Mercer,  and  Middlesex  counties  plan  to  con- 
duct a    potato  tour  June  22  and  23.    The  purpose  of  this  tour  is  to  examine 
the  various  demonstrations  conducted  in  these  counties.    Among  them  are 
scab  control,  fertilizer,  spraying,  dusting  and  seed  source  tests.    It  is 
the  expectation  thatt there  will  be  a  large  representation  of  seed  potato 
growers  present  from  out  of  the  State*

The  growers  this  year  have  selected  uniformly  c^ood  seed  stock  for 
plots.    The  stock  runs  from  four  to  seven  ounces  in  size.    All  lots  have 
been  treated  with  corrosive  sublimate  and  placed  in  crates.    Late  varieties 
will  be  in  shape  to  plant  from  May  25  to  June  1'.. 

Rains  have  been  general  over  the  State  during  the  last  few  days. 
Seeding^  pastures  and  hay  land  are  in  excellent coadit ion* 

Last  week  several  hearings  were  held  in  upper  Wsconsin  on  the  question 
of  adopting  a  Tisconsin  Grade  and  Brand  for  certified  seed  potato  stock. 
The  question  has  been  given  thorough  discussion  and  arrangements  are  now 
being  made  to  establish  a  seed  grade  to  be  administered  under  the  same  plan 
as  is  now  in  pperation  with  table  stock.

Texas  Notes «  May  19.  1922 > 

Tuesday,  May  9  v/as  spent  at  College  Station,  Texas  in  conferences^ 
with  Director  Youngblood  of  the  Experiment  Station,  and  Director  V'altcn 
of  the  Extension  Service,  in  regard  to  a  more  extensive  test  of  certified' 
seed  potatoes  in  the  State. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Prof.  Potts,  opportunity  was  given  the  writer 
to  examine  a  number  of  strains  of  Triumph  seed  stock  from  Nebraska,  Wis- 
consin and  Maine  that  were  being  tested  by  him  on  the  Experiment  Station 
grounds.    Most  of  these  lots  were  making  a  satisfactory  growth  but  there 
were  a  few,  especially  those  from  Maine,  which  had  been  purchased  from 
local  seedsmen,  that  showed  a  large  percentage  of  mosaic.    Prof.  Potts- is 
certain  to  secure  some  extremely  interesting  data  from  these  strains. 

Thursday,  May  11,  was  spent  at  Troup,  Texas  v;ith  Mr.  Hotchkiss^  the 
genial  superinteiident  of  Sub-Station  No.  2  of  the  Texas  Experimental  Station-- 
Owing  to  a  prolonged  period  of  wet  weather  prior  to  and  preceding  the  plant" 
ing  of  tlje  experimental  seed  potatoes  a  large  percentage  of  the  seed  pieces^ 
rotted  in  the  ground  resulting  in  such  an  imperfect  stand  as  to  make  it  im- 
possible t©  secure  any  reliable  data.    This  is  the  first  failure  encount- 
ered during  the  four  seasons  in  which  cooperative  work  has  been  carried  on 
at  Troup. 

Some  commercial  fields  of  Triumphs  planted  with  "(/^'isconsin  certified 
seed  were  visited  in  the  afternoon.    Poor  stands  I'/ere  noted  everw;here. 
Mosaic  counts  made  in  one  of  these  fields  showed  between  25  to  30  per  cent 
of  mosaic  infected  plants.    The  certificate  furnished  with  this  seed  stock 
stated  that  it  had  contained  15  per  cent  of  mosaic. 

Saturday,  May  13,  v/as  spent  at  Fayetteville ,  Arkansas,  where  in 
company  with  Prof.  Rapp  the  various  strains  of  Triumphs  planted  on  the 
Station  farm  were  inspected.    Owing  to  dry  weather  and  a  backv/ard  season

the  plants = were    not  large  enough  to  permit  of  making  mosaic  counts*  The 
prospects  for  a  good  crop  and  a  fair  comparative  test  of  the  different 
strains  appeared  to  be  quite  favorable.    Reports  from  the  Ft.  Smith 
district  indicated  that  the  commercial  crop  in  that  section  was  not  en- 
tirely satisfactory. 

Professors  Cooper  and  Rapp  are  anxious  to  conduct  a  strain  test  of 
Triumphs  in  some  commercial  section  of  the  State  next  season.

Virginia  Notes.  Mav  19.  1922* 

Notes  were  secured  on  the  behavior  of  the  experimental  lots  of  potatoes 
planted  at  the  Virginia  Truck  Experiment  Station,  Norfolk,  Va,  by 
Mr.  Milstead  of  this  Office  on  May  13  and  14.    His  report  indicates  a 
marked  variability  in  size-  of  plants  from  the  same  lots  of  seed.  Thirty 
per  cent  of  the  plante..  were  recorded  as  being  from  12  to  14  inches  in 
height,  sixty  per  cent  from  6  to  8  inches  high  and  the  balance  either  just 
emerging  through  the  ground  or  a  bare  2  inches  in  height.    Little  difference 
was  noted  in  vigor  of  plants  between  seed  stored  at  32,  36  and  40  degrees- 
F..  except  that  those  from  the  36' and  40  degree's  F.  room  were  a  little 
stockier,.

The  growing  conditions  at  Norfolk  have  not  been  satisfactory.  The 
rainfall  since  the  date  of  planting  March  16  to  May  13  as  recorded  at  the 
Station  only  amounted  to  1*8  inches.

Yvashinp-ton  Notes.  Mav  19 >  1922. 

On  May  9,  counts  were  made  by  Mr.  Broderick  of  this  Office,  of  the 
number  of  plants  germinated  from  Irish  Cobbler  seed  potatoes  stored  at  32 
degrees,  36  degrees  and  40  degrees  F.  with  the  follov/ing  results:- 
32^F.5r  97,8  per  cent;  360F..  r  98.0  per  cent;  40^F.  s  96.3,    Practically  no 
difference  could  be  observed  in  the  size  and  vigor  of  the  plants  in  the 
three  lots. 

The  germination  from  the  1920  seed  stock  stored  at  36°F.  was  m.aterial- 
ly  lower  than  from  the  1921  crop,  the  average  from  six  hundred  plants  being 
66,8  per  cent.    As  observed  on  May  18,  the  plants  from  the  1920  seed  stock 
are  considerably  smaller  than  from  1921  seed  and  are  also  lacking  in  vigor. 

The  writer  plans  to  leave  Washington  the  21st  for  Grand  Rapids, 
Minnesota  to  plant  experimental  potatoes  at  that  point  and  at  the  Spooner 
Branch  Station,  Spooner,  Wisconsin.

Louisiana  Travel  Notes-  May  P3 .  1922» 

Upon  arrival  at  Haimond,  La.  on  Friday,  professor  Tiebout,  County 
Agent  Cassell,  Mr,  Davis  and  the  v/riter  made  an  inspection  of  potato  fields 
in  the  vicinity.    Many  farmers  have  harvested  their  stock  and  others  were 
still  digging.    Three  different  grov.-ers  reported  yields  of  240  hampers, 
220  hampers  and  400  hampers  per  acre  respectively*    Results  with  certified 
seed  in  this  Community  are  reported  quite  uniformly  satisfactory.    It'  is 
probable  the  acreage  around  Hammond  will  be  increased  another  year. 
Grcv/ers  and  shippers  realize  that  great  care  must  be  exercised  in  grading 
and  handling  the  stock  in  the  field,    as  storage  rots  develop  very  q^ckly 
in  the  hampers  if  stock  has  been  bruised  and  later  subjected  to  unfavorable 
temperatures. 

On  Saturday  the  trial  potato  plots  on  the  Station  farm  at  Baton  Kouge^ 
were  inspected.    Professor  Tiebout  had  arranged  to  have  one  entire  set 
harvested  and  ready  for  inspection. 

The  vines  have  ripened  rapidly  during  the  last  ten  days.    The  plots 
show  marked  variation  in  hopper  burn  injury  and  general  size  of  vine 
gro'ATth  and  vigor.    Early  blight  is  present  in  m.oderate  amount  but  is  not 
severe  enough  to  cause  much  damage  at  this  late  date. 

The  quality  of  the  harvested  stock  ranges  from  fair  to  ecod.  The 
yield  will  not  be  heavy  but  will  show  some  interesting  variations  and 
comparisons  when  checked  up  with  vine  records.    At  this  date  the  exact 
yields  per  acre  have  not  been  computed  but  will  be  submitted  in  later  notes. 

Professor  Tiebout  reports  a  steady  crrcvdng  interest  in  certified  seed 
in  Louisiana  and  emphasizes  the  importance  of  securing  the  exact  certi- 
fication record  on  every  car  of  certified  seed  potatoes  shipped  into  the 
State  from  producing  centers.

More  than  3300  acres  of  potatoes  have  been  listed  with  us  this  year 
for  seed  certification  inspection.     I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that 
the  large  increase  is  the  result  of  a  better  price  received  this  past 
season  for  certified  stock.    Many  growers  are  going  to  be  disappointed' 
because  they  are  starting  v/ith  stock  v/hich  has  no  particular  merit.  Over 
a  period  of  years  our  average  pe.ssing  percentage  has  been  47  per  cent  of 
the  total  entries.    This  year  I  feal  that  a  great  many  acres  will  be 
eliminated  very  quickly  thereby  reducing  our  passing  percentage  below  the 
figure  mentioned* 

The  mosaic  standard  has  been  raised  this  season.    Five  per  cent  mosaic 
now  disqualifies  a  field.    Most  of  the  stock  which' will  pass  will  be 
strains  that  have  been  import.ed  from  the  Canadian  Provinces  v/ithin  the 
last  few  years.  .

The  carlot  movement  of  old  potatoes  on  June  2 
totaled  271  cars,  or  49  per  cent  of  the  total.    On  the  3rd  the  movement 
was  265  cars  or  43  per  cent  of  the  total  shipments  on  that  date.

The  weather,  since  the  last  report,  up  to  Friday  has  been  very  hot 
and  dry,    Friday  it  began  to  rain  and  continued  until  this  noon.  Potatoes 
are  coming  fine  and  to  date  no  reports  of  rot  or  poor  germination  have  been 
received. 

There  is  practically  no  market  here  now  for  potatoes.    The  starch 
factories  are  absorbing  the  balance,  of  last  year's  crop.    Factories  aree 
paying  25  cents  per  barrel. 

The  prolonged  rain  has  not  only  benefited"! potatoes  but  grain  and  hay 
are  in  the  best  of  condition.    There  was  considerable  winter  killing  of 
clover,  which  together  with  the  abundance  of  sorrel  in  the  majority  of 
fields  v/ill  tend  to  make  the  hay  crop  light, 

I  have  been  able  to  get  hold  of  no  further  data  on  the  potato  acreage* 
The  consensus  of  opinion  is  that  the  acreage  is  equal  to  if  not  larger 
than  last  year.    In  the  Southern  part  of  the  county  the  odds  and  ends  of 
fertilizer  have  been  used.    This  condition  appears  to  be    true  in  this

Norfolk  Notes,  .    June  14.  1922, 

A  heavy  downpour  of  rain  in  the  Norfolk  section  the  evening  of  the  8th 
made  conditions  somewhat  unfavorable  for  the  taking  of  notes  on  the  experi- 
mental potato  plots  at  the  Virginia  Truck  Experiment  Station  on  Friday, 
Since  the  first  of  June  the  Norfolk  District  has  had  showers  every  day  up  to 
and  including  June  9.    Owing  to  shov/ers  in  the  early  afternoon  it  was 
impossible  to.  secure  notes  on  the  second  series  of  plots  of  the  mature  vs  ' 
immature  seed  studies.    The  rainfall  in  this  section  for  the  first  ei-;'".t 
days  of  June  totalled  6,35  inches.    This  is  nliiLied  to  be  almost  as  much  as 
the  greatest  rainfall  ever  recorded  for  the  Vwhole  month  of  June  which 
amounted  to  6,52  inches.     It  is  believed  that  sufficient  rain  fell  on  the 
9th  to  more  than  surpass  the  6.52  inch  record*    The  result  of  such  a  heavy 
rainfall,  whiles  not  necessarily  disastrous  to  the  potato  crop,  cannot  help 


but  rause  material  damage  on  poorly  drained  fields.    The  Norfolk-Ledger 
Dispatch  under  date  of  June  8  claimed  a  25  per  cent  loss-' to  the  potr.to 
crop  as  a  result  of  the  heavy  rainfaTlo    This  estimate  is  believed  to  be 
much  too  high. 

No  striking  differences  in  the  s5ze  or  appearance  of  the  plants 
grown  frjm  seed  stock  stored  at  di.Ci^erent  temperatures  or  harvested'  ait 
different  stages  of  maturity  could  be  observed. 

The  Prince  Edward  Island  Irish  Cobblers^give  every  indication  of 
producing  a  larger  crop  than  from  the  Maine  grovjn  seed  stock. 

Growers  in  the  Churchland  area  of  the  Norfolk  District  and  the  south- 
ern portion  of  the  Eastern  Shore  section  of  Virginia  were  being  seriously 
delayed  in  the  hsrvestsdg  of  the  crop  as  a  result  of  the  heavy  rains.

New  Jersey  Notes,  June  14.  1922. 

On  Saturday  forenoon  June  10  a  source  of  seed  demonstration  experiment 
on  the  farm  of  Mr«  Vanderveer  near  Freehjld,  N,  J.  was  inspected  by 
Assistant  County  AgerJ;' Lojnb  and  the  writer.    Various  strains  of  Irish 
Cobbler,  American  Giant,  and  Green  Mountain  seed  stock  secured  from  Prince 
Edward  Island,  Maine,  Nc-w  York,  Now  Jer;iey  and  Virginia  sources  are  being 
grown  side  by  side  to  de-termine  their  relative  freedom  from  diseases  and 
also  their  productiveness-c     Some  marked  differences  were  easily  observable. . 
An  interesting  feature  of  the  American  Giant  strain  tests  is  that  all  but 
one  of  them  v/ero  found  to  contain  a  consilera^le  p^i^centarre  >'^f  Burbank  plants. 
In  Dne  in^itance  a  lot  fr^^m  New  York  St?.td  shewed  60  per  cent  of  the  plants^ 
of  the  Burbank  variety.    Later  observations  in  conimercial  fields,  shewed 
without  exception,  from  15  to  25"  per  cent  Burbank  mixtures  in  the  Giants. 

Saturday  afternoon  was  spent  at  Holmdel  taking  notes  on  the  seedling 
and  variety  tests  fcolng  conducted  on  Mr«  Tlieron  Mc'ampbcill' s-- f arm.  From 
Odie-third  to  one-*^haIf  of  the  seedlings?seem  to  have  some  ^r')ruise,  at  least 
judged  by  the  appearance  of  the  plants.    A  few  of  the  varieties  were  found 
to  contain  a  higher  percentage  of  mosaic  infected  plants  than  is  desirable* 
This'  condition  of  the  stock  is  due  in  some  measure  to  inability  of  those 
roguing  the  field  to  detect  mosaic  in  last  year's  plants,  as  a  result  of 
seasonal  conditions  favoring  the  almost  complete  masking  of  the  disease. 

The  Irish  Cobbler,  Triumph,  and  Green  Mountain  varieties  have  made  a 
large  and  uniform  vine  growth  and  are  almost  wholly  free  from  disease  of 
any  sort. 

A  hsa-'-^r  wind  accompa.nied  by  high  temperature  on  Sunday  caused  consider- 
able wilting  of  the  foliage  and  in  seme  instances  the  rem-^val  of  water 
from  the  leaves  was  so  severe  as  to  i-eau.lt  in  an  actual  burning  of  , the 
foliage. 


As  a  rule  the  potato  crop  in  Monmouth  County  looks  quite  promising 
but  here  and  there-  a  field  was  noted  in  which  there  was  not  over  50  per 
cent  of  a  stand* 

More  fields  of  Irish  Cobblers  were  noted  than  in  any  previous  year 
the  writer  has  visited  this  section*

On  Saturday  the  23rd  this  Office  was  favored  by  a  visit  from 
W.  Hubbard  of  Fre-deri cton,  R*  B»    Until  rather  recently  Mr.  Hubbard  has- 
been  in  charge:^  of  the  Dominion  Experimental  Farm  at  Fredericton.    At  the 
present  time  he  is  conn9C"^d  with  the  Gunn  Fertilizer  Company  of  Toronto, 
Canada.    He- is  also  financially  interested " in  the  production  of  high  grade 
SBed  potatoes  in  New  Brunswick.    The  experimental  potato  field  at  Arlington 
Farm  was  visited  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  general  behavior  of  the  various 
plots  noted.    The  general  superiority  of  the  Prince  Edward  Island  Irish 
Cobbler  seed  stock  is  still  quite  noticeable.    Plots  planted  with  seed 
stored  at  32^F,  and  36°F«  show  greater  vigor  than  those  held  at  40°F.  In 
general  the  plants  have  made  an  exceptionally  good  growth  fcr  this  locality. 

Mr.  Hubbard  plans  to  attend  the  Suffolk  County,  L.  I .  Farm  Bureau 
field  tour  and  potato  inspection  trip  June  29  and  30.    A  letter  from 
Mr.  McCallan,  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  of  Bermuda  advises  the 
Virriter  that  he  also  is  planning  to  attend  this  meeting.    Mr.  V.'ilfrid  Boulter^ 
Deputy  Minister  of  Agriculture  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  will  also  be 
present* 

The  seed  potato  demonstration  plots  conducted  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Suffolk  County  Farm  Bureau,  inspection  of  v/hich  is  being  planned  on  the 
dates  mentioned  contain  53  lots  of  Green  Mountains  plus  6/  checks,  27  lots= 
of  Irish  Cobbler  with  a  similar  number  of  checks  and  one  lot  of  Idaho 
Rurals,    Of  the  53  Green  Mountain  lots  Wisconsin  contributed  6,  New  York  13, 
Vermont  7,  Maine  14,  New  Hampshire  1,  Ke-j  Brunswick  5,  and  Prince  Edward 
Island  7.    In  the  case  of  the  Irish  Cobbler,  Nev;  York  growers  contributed 
4  lots,  Vermont  2,  Maine  9,  Nev/  Jersey  4,  New  Brunswick  3,  and  Prince 
Edward  Island  5» 

Plans  have  been  made  to  participate  in  the  above  mentioned  field 
trip  and  a  more  or  less  detailed  report  of  the  meeting  will  be  forthcoming 
in  the  next  issue  of  the  "Eye**w 

The  following  two  paragraphs  are  reproduced  from  a  letter  v;ritten 
under  date  of  June  20  by  C.  C.  Gignoux-,  Assistant  Supervisor  of  Agriculture 
for  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  System.- 


"I  have  been  in  Idaher  and  Utah  m<M5t  ©f  the  time  during  the  past^  six 
months.    Nbc doubt  you  ar«  aware  of  the  fact  that  Idaho's  potato  production 
in  1921  showed  approximately  a  75  per  cent  increase  over  the  previous 
year  and  the  outlook  for  1922  acreage  is  about  25  per  cent  greater  than  in 
1921. 

"Our  Department  had  a  very  interesting,  and  we  hope,  useful  Potate 
Betterment  Campaign  in  the  Kaw  Valley,  Kansas,  during  the  latter  part  of 
March.    This  was  for  the  purpose  of  securing  more  and  better  attention  to 
seed  potatoes  selection  and  treatment  and  was  in  cooperation  with  the 
College  of  Agriculture  at  Manhattan." 

Ail  reports  indicate  a  larger  potato  acreage  this  year  than  last» 

The  weather  during  the  past  week  has  on  the  whole  been  favorable  to 
the  potato  crop.    Saturday  and  Sunday  were  rather  warm  but  not  oppre-ssively 
so,  asthe  humidity  was  relatively  low. 

Potato  shipments  are  still  comparatively  heavy,    Virginia  is  now 
shipping  over  60  per  cent  of  the  total  carlot  movement.    Saturday' ship- 
ments from  Virginia  alone  tataled  587  cars.

Presque  Isle.  Maine  Notes.  For  the  week  ending  June  24.  1922. 

It  has  rained  most  of  the  time  since  the  last  report,  but  yesterday 
and  today  have  been  fair.    Most  of  the  potato  land  is  still  too  wet  to 
work.

We  began  transplanting  the  1922  seedlings  to  the  field  today  and  will 
finish  tomorrow.. 

Over  10  inches  of  rain  has 
fallen  to  date  this  month,  which  will  necessitate  considerable  hand  hoeing. 

Mosaic  disease  is  showing  up  well  on  Triumph  and  Green  Mountains  at 
this  time.    Some  roguing  has  been  done  between  showers.

New  Brunswick.  N.  J.  Notes.  For  the  week  endinr  June  24.  1922. 

The  New  Jersey  State  Potato  Association  conducted  a  very  successful 
potato  tour  on  June  22  and  23.    Over  300  potato  growers,  including  seed 
growers  from  Prince  Edward  Island,  Maine,  New  York,  New  Jersey  and 
Virginia,  were  in  attendence.    The  purpose  of  the  trip  was  to  examine  the 
various  test  plots^ being  conducted  in  Monmouth,  Mercer  and  Middlesex 
Counties.    Considerable^  interest  was  shown  in  the  seed  source  test  plots. 
In  some  of  the  sources  as  much  as  15  per  cent  cf  leaf  roll  was  found.  In 
some  of  the  American  Giant  sources  there  was  found  as  much  as  35  per  cent 
varietal  mixture,  consisting  of  the  Burbank  variety* 
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The  variety  and  seedling  test  at  Holmdel  attracted  considerable 
attention.    Two  plants  in  the  Early  Harvest  -variety  were  found  to  be  in- 
fected with  late  blight..   This- disease  has- not  been  found  anywhero  else 
in  the  State*    In  the  fertilizer  plots  at  Ho Imdel, conducted  by  the  Office 
of  Soil  Fertility  Investigations,  the  plots  receiving  a  mixture  carrying 
low  aL.ounts  if  nitrogen  with  high  potash  are  turning  yellow  while  those 
with  high  nitrogen  and  low  potash  are  sti?.l  green* 

In  some  sections  of  the  State,  particularly  Burlington  County,  aphis 
have  been  very  severe.    In  the  Southern  Counties  saone  have  been  reported 
while  in  Central  Jersey  they  are  present  but  not  in  numbers  that  would 
warrant  starting  control  measures • 

There  has  been  over  7  inches  of  rain  this  month  but  it  apparently  has 
not  injured  the  crop.    Prospects  were  never  better  for  a  good  crop.  Some 
few  groivers  in  South  Jersey  are  already  digging  Irish  Cobblers.    Some  are 
being  dug  in  Central  Jersey  but  the  vines  are  still  green  so  that  there 
will  be  no  great  amount  dug  until  about  July  15.

The  weather  continues  hot  and  dry.      A  few  sections  of  the  Greeley 
District  have  been  fa.vored  with  rain,  and  a  heavy  hail  storm  has  been  report- 
ed  in  the  dry  land  east  of  Greeley^ 

Late  potatoes  are  germinating  slowly,  and  prospects  for  a  good  crop 
are  anything  but  favorable  c.t  the  present  time*    A  number  of  fields  of  early 
potatoes  were  visited  this  week  wliere  the  new  tubers  had  begun  to  sprout. 
This  condition  seemed  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the  tubers  were  checked  in 
their  growth,  causing  them  to  go  through  a  short  rest  period,  a  condition 
probably  due  to  the  hot,  dry  weather. 

We  irrigated  a  portion  of  the  oa.t  field  this  v;eek  and  we  hope  to  fin- 
ish irrigating  the  oats  next  time  we  receive  the  mter«

From  general  obsen'-ations  it  is  probable  that  the  increase  in  the 
early  acreage,  that  is,  the  acreage  v/hi  ch  wil.'.  be  dug  before  Septerriber  1,  lo~ 
cated  in  the  Platte  and  Fepublican  River  VrJ.leys  will  be  approximately  4:0% 
ab-^ve  last  year,    Th.roughout  tl\a  entire  sta.ts  the  increase  in  acreage  is  lia- 
ble to  be  close  to  In  Vveptorn  Nebraska  this  increase  is  accounted  for  by  ■* 
tne  decline  in  the  price  of  sugar-boets  in  the  irrigated  sections  and  unusual 
interest  in  the  product:. c>.i  cf  dry  land  seed  potatoeh:*-  in  western  ccunt-'es. 
Not  quite  all  the  applications  for  seed  potato  certification  have  <'-ut"  yet  been 
received  but  applications  which  are  c;:  ha.nd  and  others  w?iich  are  pending,  total 
slightly  more  than  4000  acres,  as  compared  with  lOSO  acres  last  year.  Practi- 
cally all  of  the  acreage  listed  is  of  the  Triumph  variety  with  a  few  fieJ.ds  of 
Early  Ohio  and  Irish  Cobbler*    Indications  are  that  a  fairly  large  percentage  o 
of  this  stock  should  qualify  as  many  of  the  new  growers  are  planting  certified 
seed  potatoes  raised  in  western  Nelcraska.  last  year,    in  this  connection  it  may 
be  of  interest  to  note  that  the  Department  of  Kortiisulture  has  recently  employ- 
ed Reiner  Bond© ,  a  1922  graduate  of  the  University  of  Minnesota,  to  assist  in 
the  field  inspection  work.    Mr»  Bonde  has  had  considerable  experience  in  potato 
work  in  Minnesota, 

The  writer  has  recently  made  trips  through  the  potato  producing  regions 
of  both  the  Platte  and  Republican  River  Valleys.    The  Platte  Valley  territory 
which  was  known  last  year  as  the  Kearney  District  is  much  more  extensive  than 
last  year.    It  is  quite  likely  that  the  car  lot  shipments  in  this  valley  will 
be  twice  as  great  as  last  year©      This  year  most  of  the  seed  potatoes  planted 
were  secured  from  the  Red  River  Valley,    However,  most  of  the  stock  planted 
was  uncertified  stock.    A  very  recent  inspecoion  of  a  number  of  fields  in  sev- 
eral counties  indicated  that  many  of  the  fields  planted  with  uncertified  Red 
River  Chios  contained  from  5  to  20^  of  plants  that  were  infected  with  bl^ck  leg* 
Black  leg  and  rhizoctonia  will  probably  have  been  responsible  for  a  40  or  50% 
loss  in  yield  in  many  fields.    The  certified  lots  of  potatoes  from  Minnesota 
are  giving  considerably  better  results  but  quite  a  little  black  leg  is  evident 
in  some  of  the  certified  lots  from  Minnesota..    One  let  of  certified  seed  from 
Minnesota  which  was  planted  in  the  Republican  Valley  without  being  treated  was 
so  seriously  infected  with  rhiz'octonia  or  else  conditions  were  very  favorable 
for  rhizoctonia  with  the  result  that  damage  to  the  extent  of  at  least  25%  was 
observed  in  many  fields.    The  results  v;ith  several  lots  of  certified  seed,  and 
observations  made  at  other  times,  are  sufficiently  convincing  to  warrant 
special  precautions  being  taken  to  advise  people  concerning  the  fact  that  any 
lots  of  certified  seed  that  contain  a  large  percentage  of  rhiz-octcnia  should 
be  treated  with  corrosive  sublimate  before  planting.    This  vrould  be  mere  prac- 
tical than  to  eliminate  all  lots  a   certified  seed  potatoes  showing  between 
5  and  lofo  of  rhizoctonia  infestation. 

The  College  of  Agriculture  in  connection  with  the  various  county  ao;ri- 
cultural  agents,  Commercial  Clubs  of  western  Nebraska  and  the  Nebraska  Potato 
li-Torovement  Association  is  arranging  a  schedule  for  the  annual  potato  tour  to 
be  taken  in  western  Nebraska  starting  in  Kimball  county  on  August  15,  Scotts 
Bluff  county  on  the  16th,  Box  Butte  county  on  the  17th  and  Dawes  county  on  the 
18th,     It  is  hoped  that  potato  specialists  from  outside  the  state  will  accompany 
the  party  for  one  or  more  days.

Plans  were  made  for  Mr.  Peacock  and  the  writer  to  leave  for  Norfolk 
ViTednesday  evening,  July  6,  for  the  purpose  of  harvesting  the  experimental  pota- 
toes at  the  Virginia  Truck  Experiment  Station,  but  a  telegram  in  the  afternoon 
from  Professor  Johnson  advised  us  that  land  was  too  wet  to  harvest  the  crop, 
indicating  that  the  rains  had  also  occurred  at  Norfolk. 

.A  letter  received  from  Professor  Tiebout,  under  date  of  June  28,  advises 
us  that  H,  C,  Smith,  their  garden  specialist,  had  visited  a  girl  member  of  a 
garden  club,  who  had  succeeded  in  producing  131  lbs.  of  Triumph  potatoes  from 
3  lbs  of  certified  seed  potatoes  furnished  her  by  the  Home  demonstration  Agent, 
He  further  states  that  the  father  of  this  club  member  is  planning  to  purchase 
a  carload  of  certified  seed  potatoes  from  the  same  northern  grower  who  produced 
the  three  pounds  mentioned.    Professor  Tiebout  also  reports  that  the  Potato 
Shows  he  has  been  fostering  for  club  members  in  certain  Parishes  in  the  State 
have  proven  very  successful. 

Mr.  V(f.  M.  Peacock,  of  Bridgeton,  N.  J,,  a  graduate  of  the  College  of 
Agriculture  of  Cornell  University,  Ithaca,  N.  Y,  ,  became  a  mem-ber  of  the  Office 
force  July  1.

The  fifth  annual  field  tour  and  potato  inspection  trip  of  the  Suffolk 
County  (L.  I.)  Farm  Bureau  Association  vfhich  v/as  held  June  29-30,  was  one  oi' 
the  most  interesting  and  instructive  that  hT.s  thus  far  been  engineered  by  t?iis 
Association.    The  average  attendance  v/as  prrbably  in  excess  of  300  persons  =, 

Visitors  were  present  from  New  Jersey,  Washington,  D.  C.j  Connecticut, 
Rhode  Island,  Vermont,  Maine,  New  Brunswisk,  and  Prince  Edward  Island, 

The  Green  Mountain  and  Irish  Cobbler  fertilizer  and  spray  demonstration 
plots  were  extremely  interesting  to  all,  and  as  a  v/hole  the  various  strains  of 
seed  stock  planted  in  these  plots  shov;ed  marked  vigor  of  plant  and  an  unusually 
low  percentage  of  disease.    There  were  of  course  some  exceptions  in  which  the 
percentage  of  mosaic  infected  plants  was  too  high.    The  highest  mosaic  percent- 
ages recorded  in  the  Green  Mountain  plot  were  49,  32.5,  27,  23,  and  22.5  res* 
pectively.    Seventeen  of  the  61  strains  in  the  test  were  reported  free  from 
mosaic,  while  sixteen  others  did  not  exceed  1.5  per  cent.    In  one  instance  a 
strain  recorded  as  free  from  mosaic  ms  credited  with  17.5  per  cent  of  leaf 
roll. 

In  th$  Irish  Cobbler  plot,  21  out  of  the  36  lots  under  trial  were  re- 
ported free  from  mosaic,  while  12  others  ran  from  0.5  to  1.5  per  cent.  The 
highest  mosaic  percentage  recorded  was  14  per  cent. 

l^he  general  condition  of  commercial  fields  throughout  Suffolk  County  is 
extremely  good  and  should  no  unfavorable  conditions,  such  as  late  blight  or 
extreme  heat  and  drought  occur,  the  Long  Island  potato  grov/ers  should  harvest 
a  large  crop  per  acre.    One  grower  v;as  harvesting  his  Irish  Cobbler  crop  which r 
while  still  v^uite  immature,  wa3  said  to  be  yielding  from  70  to  80  barrels  per 
acre. 

Quite  a  few  grov/ers  are  using  the  dust  instead  of  liquid  Bordeaux  sprays 
this  season.    Should  the  late  blight  become  active  later  on  it  will  furnish 
favorable  conditions  for  testing  the  relative  merits  of  these  two  fungicidal 
sprays. 

Brief,  interesting  talks  and  discussions  were  held  in  the  field  Thursday 
afternoon  and  evening,  and  Friday  forenoon  and  afternoon. 

The  tour  ended  on  the  farm  of  C,  F.  Dmon  of  Southampton  where  a  demon* 
stration  t^'st  of  the  efficacy  of  dust  and  liquid  Bordeaux  sprays  is  being 
conducted. 

All  visitors  present  were  loud  in  their  praise  of  the  efficient  manner 
in  which  the  program  was  carried  out  by  those  in  charge  of  it.

M.»  List,  Chief]  Deputy  Eht'omologist ,  and  John  Hoerner,  of  the  State 
Agricultural  College,  spent  Wednesday  at  the  Station  conducting  spraying 
experiments  for  the  control  of  the  potato  flea  beetle*    Mr,  Hoerner  re- 
turned Friday  to  make  observations. 

Reports  received  from  the  State  Icanigration  Ddpartrsent  from  the  County 
Assessors  up  to  July  1  indicate  that  the  acreage  devoted  to  potatoes  in 
Colorado  this  year  will  be  by  far  the  largest  ever  grown  in  the  State.  Re- 
ports are  now  complete  from  26  Counties  showing  78,712  acres^ of  potatoes* 
The  same  Counties- last  year  reported  50,690  acres.    The  County  Assessors^ 
reported^  101 ,159  acre's^  of  potatoes  last  year,  and  it  is  believed  that  com- 
plete reports  this  year  will  shov/  more  than  140^000  acres  %    Weld  County, 
which  has  the  largest  acreage,  reported  38,000  acres  compared  with  24,000 
acres  last  year*

.this  summer  have  joined  with  the  Farm  Bureau  and  will  make  their  field  trip 
at  the  same  time. 
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T/eather  permitting,  haying  operations  will  begin  next  week.    The  crop 
this  year  will  be  large  due  to  the  heavy  rainfall  in  June.

The  potato  exp3ri:::ents  on  the  V:  r<-: ;' a  True':  E::perirnental  Station 
farm  near  Norfolk,  'Va.  ,  were  harvested  and  results  recorded  July  10,  11  and 
12-.    The  weather  and  soil  conditions  weie  ideal  for  harvesting  potatoes. 
With  the  valuable  assistance  of  Mr.  E'w'  H«  Milstoad  of  this  office  and  other 
young  men  of  the  Virginia  Truck  Experimental  Station,  the  entire  potato 
work  WciS  finished  without  interference  by  rain.. 

The  Prince  Edward  Island  stock  and  the  Ncdvrell  strain  of  Irish  Cobblers 
gave  favorable  results.     Immature  seed  obtainerl  by  digging  at  different 
stages  of  maturity  in  1921  showed  a  decided  advantage  over  mature- seed. 

Most  of  the  potato  growers  in  the  vi(-«,inity  of  Norfolk  will  finish 
harvesting  early  potatoes  this  week  if  c'Umatic  and    soil  conditions  remain 
favorable.    The  vines  are  completely  dead  anc'  the  potato  fields  are  becoming 
quite  weedy  and  gfassy.    The  week  of  July  4  ov?^r  four  inches  ^of  rain  fell 
which  greatly  checked  the  usual  progress  made  in  harvesting  potatoes  and 
also  made  conditions  very  favorable  for  the  grc'.';th  of  grassland  weeds.

The  heat  was  broken  Thursday  afternoon  by  a  terrific  electrical  storm 
accompanied  by  a  heavy  downpour. of  rain*    The  weather  Bureau  reports  a 
three  inch  rainfall  but  in  some  of  the  su'^'urba'o  dritricts,  Takcma  Park  for 
example,  the  downpour  was  approximately  fix  inches ^    When  it  is  remembered 
that  this  amount  fell  in  the  space  of  an  hcur  or  so  one  can  realize  the 
intensity  of  the  do7/npour.

The~  weather  has  been  exceptionally  hot  during  the --past  week.  Several 
days  the  thermometer  at  the  Station  registered  near  the  100  mark, 

We-were  able  to  irrigate  all  of  the  potatoes  this  week  with  the  seep- 
age water.     In  order  to  accomplish  thiS;  we  had  Ho  make  sets  of  two  hours- 
each  through  the  day  and  night.    There  :s  a  smaller  head -of  seepage  water 
in  the  ditch  at  the  present  time,  so  ix  is  difi'iculL  to  estimate  the  amount 
of  irrigation  that  can  be  done  this-^week. 

Germination  notes  were  taken  during  the  week  on  all  the  experimental 
plots  i     In  some  of,  the  plots,  a  stand  of  98/o  or  better  was  recorded,  and 
in  no  plot  did  the  germination  fall  below  96^^    We  began  cultivating 
potatoes  this  morning  and  we  hope  to  finish  cultivating  all  the  plots  by 
Wednesday  night.    Tomorrow  we  will  ditch  t'us  potatoes  that  will  be  irrigat- 
ed this  week. 

The  alfalfa  is  making  a  splendid  growth  and  will  probably  be  cut  about 
the  first  of  next  week.    Some  of  the  farmers  in. this  section  planted  head 
lettuce  this  year,    but  the  experiment  did  not  prove  successful.  Their 
failure  may  be  partially  due  to  the  exceptionally  hot  weather  of  this  year* 

The  early  potato  crop  planted  on  the  heavier  type  of  soil  is  more 
promising  than  that  planted  on  the  sandy  soil  where  the  soil  temperature 
has  been  too  high  for  goodgrowing  conditions^    This  vi/eek  will  be  devoted 
to  irrigating,  taking  field  notes^  and  to  short  field  trips.

Presqae  Isle.  Maine  Notes.  For  thci  woek  ending  Julv  15.  1922. 

The  weather  for  the  past  week  has  been  very  hot  and  dry*  The 
potatoes  really  are  in  need  of  rain,  although  it  is  only  on  the  sharp 
ridges  that  one  finds  evidence  of  the  plants  suffering  ,|xfipi the  lack  of 
moisture. 

Late  blight  which  the  writer  mentioned  as  having  been  found  quite 
general  last  week,  has  not  spread  to  any  great  extent  because  of  the.  dry 
weather. 

Dr.  ET.  A,  McCallan,  Diirector  of  Agriculture,  Bermuda,  has  been  in 
this  section  for  the  past  few-  days  searching  for  good  Triumph  stock* 
Tft,  Folsom  and  Dr.  Schultz"  accompanied  him  on  a  trip  through  the  Northern 
section  of  the  County.    No  fields  were  found  entirely  free  from  disease 
and  very  few  fields  were  located  that  Dp»  McCallan  v/ould  consider  for  the 
Bermuda  farmers.    Dr.  Schultz':  thought  that  with  few  except i ons- the  potato 
fields  were  very  poor.    There  are  many  misses  which  make  the  fields  look 
ragged.    In  addition  black  leg  is  very  common  this  season*    This  together 
with  Mosaic,  Leaf  Roll,  Streak  and  v;eak  plants  gives  a  very  poor  appearance. 

We^have  practically  finished  cultural  operations  on  Aroostook  Farm. 
Plants  with  the  exception  of  some  late  planted  material  are  in  full  bloom. 
All  plots  are  sprayed  with  Bordeaux  Mixture  every  week*

On  Friday,  July  14,  150  Salem  Couray  potato  growers  examined  the 
various  test  plots  being  conducted  in  the  County*    One  of  the  Irish  Cobbler 
and  source  plots  was  dug  and  the  yields- obtained*    One  of  the  S^outh  Jersey 
strains  gave  highest  yield,  3  90.3  bushels  per  acre.    The  next  two  strains 
were  also  from  South  Jersey  and  the  Prince  Edv;ard  Island  seed  was  fourth. 
Several  of  the  sulfur  tests  for  the  control  of  common  scab  were  dug  and 
marked  differences  were  apparent  between  the  check  and  treated  plots.  In 
a  fertilizer  test  at  Elmer,  conducted  on  the  same  soil  for  six  years,  where 
different  sources  of  nitrogen  are  being  tried  out;  on  the  plots  receiving 
all  of  the  nitrogen  from  Nitrate  of  soda  all  the  tubers  were  scabby most 
of  them  being  unsalable.    Oh  adjoining  plots,  treated  with  sulphate  of 
ammonia  all  the  tubers^were  clean*    The  vines  in  these  plots  were  smaller 
than  those  on  the  former,  however. 

G'n  a  spray  plot  conducted  with  the  Irish  Cobbler  variety  at  Elmer  50 
per  cent  of  the  leaves  were  dead  on  the  untreated  plots  as  compared  with 
2.5/^  on  the  plots  sprayed  with  Bordeaux  Mixture.    No  late  blight  and  only 
a  trace  of  early  blight  was  found.    Leaf  hoppers  were  present  in  large 
numbers,  the  indications  being  that  the  difference  in  the  number  of  dead 
leaves,  was  due  to  Hopper  control.    Leaf  hoppers  were  found  in  every  field 
visited  and  were  present  in  large  numbers* 

In  one  of  the  seed  source  tests  two  rows  of  round  and  long  Gobblers 
were  dtig.    This  seed  was  obtained  from  a  field  of  record  croppers  last 
fall.    The  yield  this  spring  for  the  long  tubers  \ivas  only  half  of  that  of 
the  round. 

The  South  Jersey  growers  are  getting  ready  to  plant  the  late  crop. 
The  indications  are  that  approximately  1000  acres  will  be  entered  for 
certification*    Most  of  the    plantings  consist  of  the  Irish  Gobbler  variety 
with  300-400  acres  of  American  Giants  and  50-100  acres  of  Norcross'. 

Tuefsdav.  Julv  18. 

Late  blight  was  found  in  every  field  examined  in  Monmouth,  Mercer 
and  Middlesex  Counties,    The  weather  has  been  hot  and  dry  the  past  week 
30  that  the  disease  has  not  advanced  very  rapidly.    In  the  variety  test 
plot  at  Hol'mdel  the  early  harvest  and  Brown  Beauty'  rows  are  almost  entirely 
defoliated  by  late  blight.    The  plants  in  the  rov/  between  these  two,,  planted 
with  Spaulding  Rose  #4,  are  still  green. 

In  all  of  the  seed  source  test  plots  Northern  grown  Irish  Cobblers 
are^for  the  most  part  dead  while  the  South  Jersey  seed  is  still  green. 
Little  difference  was  apparent  in  the  various  source  of  Green  Mpuntains- 
and  American  Giants* 


In  the  fertilizer  tests  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  Office  of 
Soil  Fertility  Investigations,  the  plots  receiving  high  amounts  of  nitrogen 
are' still  green  while  those  receiving  low  nixrogen  and  high  potash  are 
dead. 

Examination  cf  a  spraying  and  dusting  test  with  the  American  Giant 
variety  at  Freehold  showed  almost  complete  control  of  late  blight  for  the 
plots- sprayed  5  times  v/ith  Bordeaux  Mixture,    Considerable  late  blight  was  ■ 
found  on  the  plots  uusted  Vv-ith  copper^lime  dusts  though  these  were  much 
better  than  the  check  plots. ■ 

The  growers  in  Central  Jersey  are  digging  Cobblers  now.    On  June  18 
they  were  receiving  $1,50  a  sack  at  shipping  point.    The  State  Bureau  of 
Markets  in  cooperation  with  the  U.  S^j  Bureau  of  Markets- has  a  force  of 
inspectors  inspecting  the  shipments*    This  service  is  open  to  all  growers. 
Some  20  men  are  at  work  in  Central  Jersey^

I  have  just  returned  from  Osage  and  find  the  crops  in  general  looking 

good. 

The  Early  potatoes  that  were  planted  early  are  showing  advanced 
stages  of  ripening.    The  late  potatoes  have  a  somev;hat  different  story. 
The  fields  in  general  shov/  a  fair  stand  but  here  and  there  is  a  field  with 
a  good  stand.    The  stands  are  somewhat  irregular,    Hopperburn  is  noticeable 
in  most  all  of  the  potato  fields,  more  severe-  in  some  fields  than  in  others. 

Our  experimental  lots  have  made  a  splendid  showing,  however,  we  had  a 
severe  attack  of  the  Colorado  potato  beetle  who  left  their  trade  marks 
that  are  quite  noticeable  and  I  find  that  they  attacked  the  early  varieties 
f Early  Ohios  and  Cobblers)  more  severely  than  the  later  (Green  Mountains^ 
and  Rurals)  ones* 

For  the  general  crops  I  noticed  that  haying  is  in  full  swing  and 
in  the  northern  section  through  which  I  passed  a  good  number  of  farmers 
are  cutting  oats.. 

The  onion  fields  as  viewed  from  the  railroad  car  window  seemed  to  be 
doing  exceptionally  well."

Since  arrival  here  Monday  noon  we  have  been  busily  occupied  in  taking 
notes  on  the  collection  of  varietal  strains  being  grom'n  on  the  North 
Central  Experimental  Station  Farm  at  Grand  Rapids,  Minn.     Oh  the  whole 
these  various  lots  of  certified  seed  potatoes  assembled  from  different 
parts  of  the  State  were  found  to  be  rcmarkabiy  free  from  mosaic.     A  few 
lots,  however,  showed  a  rather  high  percentage  of  mosaic  plants.  These 
lots  serve  to  demonstrate  tha.t  every  reasonable  care  should  be  exercised 
in  the  purchase  of  even  certified  seed  potatoes  if  satisfactory  results 
are  to  be  secured. 

The  general  condition  of  the  plants  in  the  experimental  field  is  not 
wholly  satisfactory  in  that  many  of  the  lots  shov^  a  lack  cf  uniformity  in 
size  and  vigor  of  plants.     In  addition  to  this  many  of  the  plots  shcvz  seri- 
ously damaged  plants  from  the  ravages  of  the  larvae-^  of  the  potato  beetle 
which  were  present  in  large  numbers  in  many  parts  of  the  field. 

Thus  far  this  season  the  weather  has  been  abnormally  cool  in  this 
section4 

Light  showers  occurred  late  yesterday  afternoon  but  they  were  not 
heavy  enough  to  cause  any  material  delay  in  outdoor  work,    A  good  rain  is 
needed  by  hoed  crops  at  the  present  time.  . 

It  is  proposed  to  leave  for  Spooner,  Ys^isconsin,  V/ednesday  morning, 
September  19.     Inspection  of  the  various  lots  of  certified  seed  stock 
being  grown  on  the  Spooner  Branch  Experiment  Station  Farm  will  begin  on 
Thursday. 

The  writer  hopes  to  return  to  Washington  on  the  22hd  or  23rd. 
Mr,  Peacock  will  complete  the  note  taking  at  Spooner  and  return  to  Washing-

The  weather  has  been  hot  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  days  of 
partial  cloudy  weather,    Friday  evening  «09  of  an  inch  of  rain  fell.  The 
weather  forecast  for  this  week  is  partially  cloudy  with  occasional  thunder 
storms. 

The  potatoes  'were  cultivated  on  the  17th  and  18th,  and  all  plots  but 
the  infrequent  irrigation  ones  were  irrigated  on  the  19th  or  20th.  The 
infrequent  irrigation  plots  vail  be  irrigated  July  25  for  the  first  tiine. 
The  germination  on  these  plots  has  been  fairly  good,  but  the  plants  are 
badly  in  need  of  moisture  at  the  present  time.     Some  of  the  plots  were 
rcgued  this  v^feek.

A  few 
short  trips  v.'ere  taken  during  the  week  to  inspect  pctatc  fields.  In 
practically  all  localities  visited  the  potato  crops  were  badly  in  need  of

The  writer  expects  to  leave  the  Twiddle  of  the  week  for  Eagle  and 
Carbcndale.    While  in  Eagle,  the  potato  seed  plot  v/hich  is  being  grown  by 
Mr»  G,        Dewey  will  be  visited*    The  seed  fcr  this  plot  was  furnished  by 
Mr.         Stuart,  who  secured  the  seed  in  Idaho.     It  was  his  intention  to 
have  this  seed  grown  at  a  high  altitude  on  virgin  soil. 


The  weather  for  the  past  week  has  been  generally  fair,  some  cloudy 
weather,  very  hot  in  the  middle  of  the  day  and  very  cool  at  night* 

Our  plots  on  Aroostook  Farm  were  sprayed  again  this  week.    The  1922 
seedlings  and  late  planted  material  were  cultivated  and  horsehoed*  V/e 
are  finding  a  little  mosaic  each  week,  and  streak  and  leaf  roll  are  begin- 
ning to  be  conspicuous  in  the  plots. 

About  a  dozen  of  the  County  Agents  of  Maine  visited  this  section 
Saturday  and  Sunday.    The  plots  at  the  Laboratory  were  staked  out  by 
Dr*  Schultz  and  Fulsom  in  a  way  to  clearly  illustrate  the  many  stages  and 
combinations ■ of  mosaic,  streak  and  leaf  roll.

Late  blight  does  not  appear  to  be  spreading  very  rapidly,  as  the 
weather  has  been  favorable  for  holding  it  in  check. 

Farmers  are  about  half  through  with  their  haying.    Potatoes  are  badly 
in  need  of  rain  at  this  time.

In  March,  1922,  a  Kaw  Valley  Betterment  Campaign  was  put  on  in 
cooperation  v/ith  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  as  reported  by  Mr.  Gignoux' 
in  a  recent  issue.    Our  records  show  this  y^ar  an  increase  of  sixteen 
per  cent  in  acreage  in  the  Valley;  ho'wevor ,  weather  conditions  have  been 
against  the  crop  in  that  the  planting  was  delayed  almost  a  month  and  in 
June  a  dry  spell  caused  a  great  deal  of  damage.    The  crop  is  spotted  this 
year,  oome  fields  averaging  250''to  300  bushels,  while  others  will  hardly 
pay  for  digging.    The  crop  around  Topeka,  Rossville  and  Silver  Lake,  and 
near  Kansas  City,  is  good.    The  district  around  Lav/rence,  Perry  and  Wamego 
is  poor*    However,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  a    sixteen  per  cent 
increase  in  acreage,  I  believe  we  will  sh.-'p  as  many  cars  this  year  from  the 
Kaw  Valley  as  we  did  last  year.     Heavy  rains- during  the  week  of  July  9  to 
13  stopped  digging  and  caused  a  great  lossito  our  growers,  not  only  in 
drov/ning  out  low  spots,  but  in  reduction  of  market  prices. 

A  number  of  growers  are  grading  this  year  and  are  putting  up  some 
first-class  stock  which  is  demanding  quite  a  premium  over  the  ungraded 
stock. 

A  check-up  shows  that  3000  acres  were  planted  with  treated  seed,  the 
corrosive  sublimate  method  being  used.    Yield  tests  taken  in  fields  on  a 
commercial  scale  shov;  a  difference  of  from  thirty-six  to  seventy-five 
bushels  per  acre  in  favor  of  treated  seed. 

The  dusting  plots  conducted  in  cooperation  between  the  Department 
of  Plant  Pathology  and  Entomology  haxe  been  dug,-     There  is  a  difference 
between  plots  dusted  with  Bordeauxvand  those  not  dusted  with  Bordeaux.* 
The  figures  are  not  ready  for  publication  at  this  time. 

A  potato  tour  %'as  conducted  along  the  Kaw  Valley  in  June,  1922  ,  with 
a. total  attendance  of  211  growers  which  represented  seventy-f ive~ per  cent 
of  the  acreage,    The  treated  and  untreated  plots,  variety  tests,  and  dust- 
ing and  spraying  experiments,  were  visited  on  this  trip.    A  great  deal, 
of  interest  and  enthusiasm  was  shown  by  the  grov/ers  in  the  results  of  seed 
treatment. 

The  second  annual  Kansas  potato  show  will  be  held  in  Topeka,  November 
3,  9  and  10  and  an  invitation  is  extended  to  all  those  interested  in 
potatoes  to  attend  this  whow.    Olir  growers  are  very  much  interested  in 
certified  seed  and  we  hope  that  each  State  producing  certified  seed  will 
send  samples  to  this  show  to  give  the  growers  an  idea  of  what  the  various 
States  are  producing,  so  that  they  will  know  where  to  get  some  first-class 
'seed. 

Digging  is  about  one-half  finished  in  the  Valley.    Cobblers  are 
bringing  from  $1.20  to  C^1.50  a  hundred.    Ohios  are  down  belov/  that.  First 
diggings  brought  as  high  as  $2.10  a  hundred.

After  the  work  was  finished  at  the  North  Central  Experiment • Stat i on , 
Grand  Rapids,  Mi  nn»  5  Prof*  li"i'in»  Stuart  and  the  writer  y/ent  to  Spooner,  Wis» 
to  study  and  to  take  notes  on  the  celiac Ucr.  of  varietal  strains  being 
grown  on  the  Spooner  Branch  Experiment  £  c?'oi  on  Farm,  Spooner,  Wls"6 

This  potato  experiment  is  very  inxerosting  and  will  prove  to  be 
exceedingly  valuable  to  the  State  of  Wisconsin  and  indirectly  to  other 
S'tatese    The  experiment  shows  that  the  farmer':;  vrho  ha.ve  been  paying  more 
than  usual  attention  to  selecting  their  sesd  stock  will  be  well  rewarded 
for  the  extra  time  in  making' the  selections.    For  instance,  there  are  three 
plots  in  which  no  disease,  nor  any  weal:  plants  were  recorded  at  this  time. 
There  are  several  other  plots  from  certiilad  seed  nearly  as  good*  Then 
there  are  others  from  certified  stock  that  run  entirely  too  high  in  mosaic, 
dwarf  and  weak  plants.    This  demonstrates  that  the  certified  seed  potato 
grcvi^er  should  exercise  more  care  in  eliminating  diseases.    On  the  other 
hand,  there  is  one  plot  planted  with  potatoes  from  ordinary  stock  selected 
from  the  bin  in  which  every  plant  is  affected  with  mosaics     In  this  plot 
there  is  such  a  marked  difference  in  color  and  appearance  of  foliage  and 
size  of  plants  that  it  looks  like  another  variety. 

The  first  day  we  had  the  valuable  assistance  of  Prof*  J»  Milward 
and  Mr.  Luther,     Both  of  these  men  were  going  to  start  making  the  first 
field  inspection  of  fields  entered  for  seeo.  certif i co.tion  this  week«.  .

It  has  been  unusually 
cool  here  this  season.

Wisconsin  Notes*  July  26^  1922 « 

Saturday,  July  22  was  spent  in  the  Rhinelander  district  in  Wisconsin. 
Large  fields  of  Triumphs^ were  inspected  on  Sunset  Farm,  Three  Lakes,  Wiso 
For  the  most  part  the  plants  showed  a  strong  vine  growth,  but  were  rather 
heavily  inigected  with  mosaic  disease.    The  percentage  of  diseased  plants- 
varied  in  different  fields  from  20  to  practically  100  per  cent* 

The  heavy  vine  growth  noted  is  the  direct  response  to  an  application 
'of  1000  lbs.  of  high  grade  commercial  fertilizer  per  acre  at  time  of  plant- 
ing*    Inspectors  John  Braun  and  J.  G.  Milward,  County  Agent  Andy  Braun, 
ex-county^^uday ,  and  Messrs  Starks  and  Radcliffe  all  agreed  that  the  per- 
centage of  mosaic  in  the  several  fields  examined  on  Sunset  Farm  was  much 
too  high  to  justify  consideration  for  certification.    From  Three  Lakes,  Wis.

A  consider- 
able portion  of  this^land  has  not  been  brcught  under  culivation*  Potatoes 
are  being  grown  on  this  farm  that  are  on  nfrv;ly  cleared  land  and  also  on 
land  which  "was  devoted  to  potatoes  for  the  first  time  the  preceding  season* 

Some  especially  fine  seed  stock  w^s  noted  on  the  trip;  this  being 
especially  noticeable  in  the  case  of  Rurals  and  Triumphs.    While  some  fields 
of  Triumph  ran  as  high  as  20  to  25  per  centc 

On  the  whole  the  potato  outlook  in  Ncrthsrn  \^isconsin  is  very  promising 
and  the  thought  uppermost  in  the  rdnds  of  the  growers  is  that  of  the  prospect 
for  a  reasonably  good  price  in  the  autumn.

Thursday  afternoon  and  evening  ^ft'as  spent  at  Ftolmdel  studying  the  seed- 
ling and  varietal  collection  under  test  at  that  po'int4    Notes  were  taken  on 
the  general  appearance  and  vigor  of  the  plants-  thfe  presence  of  disease 
and  the  stage  of  tuber  development.    Most  of  the  seedlings  seem  to  be  un- 
suited  to  New  Jersey  conditions. 

Considerable  late  blight  was  noted  and  it  seemed  to  be  quite  generally 
distributed  throughout  not  only  the  experimental  field  but  commercial  fields 
as  well.     On  account  of  the  season  being  an  unusually  wet  one  spraying  with 
Bordeaux  mixture  either  in  the  liquid  or  dry  form  :has  not  been  as  universal 
or  as  frequent  as  it  should  have  been,     Indicalions  last  Thursday  afternoon 
were  that  the  stage  was  all  set  for  a  serious  attack  of  late  blight  of  bofch 
vine  and  tuber.     All  is  dependent  on  the  character  of  the  weathier  for  the 
next  few  days.    Vv'arm  sunshiny  days  will  largely  restrict  the  spread  of  the 
disease  while  continued  moist  or  muggy  weather  will  favor  its  rapid  spread* 

Mr.  HcCampbell  and  the  writer  spent  the  evening  getting  a  line  on  the 
tuber  set  on  Irish.  Cobbler  plants  grown  from  Maine,  and  New  Jersey  second 
crop  seed.    The  second  crop  seed  in  practically  every  instance  outyielded 
Maine  grown  stock.    This  should  not  be  regarded  as  conclusive  evidence 
because  too  few  plants  were  dug  to  give  a  reliable  basis  for  comparison. 
An  attempt  was  also  made  to  roughly  determine  the  -relative  yield  of  the 
Burbank  mixtures  in  the  American  Giant  potato  fields  as  coiapared  with  the 
Giants  themselves.    The  results  of  the  examination  were  strongly  indicative 
of  heavier  yields  from  the  /jnerican  Giant  plants.

At  University  Farm,  St»  Paul,  the  early  varieties  are  rapidly  maturing. 
Their  maturity  is  being  hastened  by  the^^  recent  dry  weather.    The  crop  in 
the  early  potato  producing  region  which  surrounds  the  Tv/in  Cities  is 
sufficiently  mature  so  that  the  dry  weather  v/ill  not  ;naterially  affect  the 
yield.    The  later  plantings-would  be  greaily  benefited  by  a  rain  at  this 
time..  , 

The  season  has  been  very  favorable  for  the  production  of  seed  balls. 
A  considerable  number  of  the  first  year  seedlings' are  blooming  and  some 
of  then  have  set  seed  balls.    This  indicates  that  the  potato  may  be  con- 
sidered an  annual  plant  in  so  far  as  seed  production  is  ■concerned,  when 
grov/ing  conditions  are  sufficiently  favorable.     Seme  of  the  seedlings  of 
the  Irish  Cobbler  f self ed)  are  beginning  to  mature  and  have  developed  tubers 
the  size  of  those  of  the  parent  plant.     The  seedlings  froLi  the  selfed  seed 
of  the  late  maturing  varieties  show  no  indication  of  maturity. 

The  writer  will  leave  tonight  for  Moorhead,  Minnesota,  to  spend  a 
few  days  on  the  potato  tour  which  is  being  conducted  at  this  time.

Vermont  Notes.  August  5»  1922. 

On  August.  2  the  writer  was  privileged  to  attend  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Vermont  Seed  Potato  Grov/ers'  Assr c5  a:?:^! on    which  was  held  at  Ira, 
(Rutland  Co.)  Vermont.    The  forenoon  was  devoted  to  the  inspection  of 
several  fields  of  Green  Mountain  potatoes  on  which  application  had  been 
made  for  inspection.     On  the  whole  these  fields  v;ere  remarkably  f ree"=  f rom 
mosaic  and  leaf  roll  plants.    Most  of  the  fields  showed  a  good  stand  of 
strong  ani vigorous  plants.    Inspectors  Gilbert  and  Bailey  report  a  very 
material  increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for  seed  certification 
inspection  and  of  the  number  of  acres  involved. 

The  afternoon  was  devoted  to  brief  addresses  by  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture        S,  Brigham,  Dr.  F.  M.  Barrus ,  of  Cornell  University,  and  the 
writer^  after  which  the  Association  members  held  a  business  meeting;.  Acting 
upon  the  suggestion  of  Commissioner  Brigham  that  if  there  v;a3  no  objection 
on  the  part  of  the  Association  he  would  petition  the  next  State  Legis].ature 
for  authority  to  assess-  the  total  cost  of  the  seed  certification  service 
upon  the  growers.    Tt.e  ^lembers  of  the  Association,  after  considerable 
discussion  adopte§f-2d  xM-\f  f ect^  that  the  Association  members  favored  the 
assessment  of  the  full  cost  of  the  inspection  service  upon  the  growers. 
They  also  further  assured  the  Commissioner  that  they  were  in  favor  of  an 
earlier  inspection  than  the  present  force  of:  inspectors  permitted  even  if 
it  entailed  greater  cost  to  ^he  grov/er. 

The  writer  considers  this  action  by  the  Vermont  Association  as  a 
distinct  step  in  advance  of  any  other  seed  certification  inspection  service 
now  offered  in  that  the  com.piete   cost  of  such  service  will  be  defrayed  by 
those  receiving  its  benefits.     It  was  shown  from  data  collected  by  the 
inspection  service  that  Vermont  certified  seed  potatoes  netted  the  grovver 
$1.00  per  bushel  more  than  uncertified  stock.     On  this  basis  the  grower 
felt  that  he  was  amply  able  to  bear  the  full  cost  of  the  inspection  service* 


It  is  hoped  that  the  action  taken  by  the  Vermont  growers  will  bear 
fruit  in  other  States. 

The  Association  also  tioted  to  grade  their  seed  potatoes  according  to 
the  new  U.  S'-i  Grade  No.  1  except  with  respect  to  sire,  in  v;hich  they  re- 
tained the/size  limit  for  seed  stock  w^hi  rh  limits^  size  of  round  stock  to 
from  2  to  10  qz;,  ,  and  long  stock  from  2--  12  oz.  with  a  5  per  cent  by  weight 
tolerance  on  large  stock  and  a  2  per  cent  tolerance  on  smaller  stock. 

The  Vermont  potato  crop  as  a  whole  promises  to  be  a  good  one.

Maine  Notes* 

Friday  and  Saturday,  August  4  and  5  were  spent  on' Aroostook  State  Far© 
studying  the  behavior- of  the  variety  and  seedling  collections  and  also  the 
seed  certification  samples  assembled  on  the  Farm  for  observation  as  to  their 
performance.     It  has  been  possible  to  classify  several  varieties  masquerad- 
ing under  new  names.    In  jpost  cases  they  were  found  to  be  old  varieties 
re -named. 

Continued' dry  weather  throughout  July,  follov/ing  as  it  did  an  unusually 
heavy  precipitation  in  June  is  hastening  the  maturity  of  early  planted 
Irish  Cobblers  and  is  causing  considerable  tip-burn  and  sun  scalding  of  the 
leaves. 

The  drouth  has  now  reached  the  stage  v/here  during  the  middle  of  the 
day  on  warm  sunshiny  days,  the  plants  of  the  more  mature  Cobblers  wilt 
down.    They  have  not  as  yet  lost  their  ability  to  become  turgid  again  during 
the  night.    Experienced  grov/ers  and  seed  buyers' of  many  years  experience 
in  Aroostook  County^  Maine  place  the  present  crop  at  from  75  to  80  per  cent 
normal. 

Late  blight  is  quite  universally  present  in  most  potato  fields.  This 
disease,  as  a  result  of  frequent  and  heavy  rains  in  June,  appeared  much 
earlier  than  usual  but  on  account  of  the  present  dry  period  it  has  not 
caused  any  material  damage. to  the  crop. 

The  potato  field  tour  to  be  held  the  8th  and  9th  is  expected  to  attract 
a  considerable  number  of  people  from  other  States  as  well  as  from  other 
sections  of  this  State. 

The  good  seed  potato  movement  has  at  last  taken  root  in  real  earnest 
in  Aroostook  County.    Many  grov/ers  who  have  not  previously  expressed  an 
interest  in  high  grade  seed  potatoes  are  how  enquiring  as  to  where  they  can 
purchase  good  seed.     On  Gand:^y  evening  a  party  of  three,  two  growers  and  a 
prominent  buyer  from  the  Kastern  Shore  of  Virginia,  leave  for  Prince  Edward 
Island  for. the  purpose  cf  locetine  and  purchasing  high  grade  seed.    This  is 
but  one  instance  of  many  su  jh  fn'^uiries.     It  is  not  uncomnion  now  to  hear 
Aroostook  County  growers  expressing  their  belief  that  it  v;ill  pay  them  to 
look  to  New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island  for  the  renewal  of  their 
seed  stock.

A. trip  was  made  on  Friday  to  inspect  the  early  potato  crop  in  the  Gil« 
crest  vicinity*    The  early  potatoes  in  this  section  sprouted  soon  after 
they  began  to  set»  and  it  was  thought  that  the* yield  would  be  very: small. 
But,  owing  to  favorable  growing  conditions,  the  yield  was  quite  satisfactory* 
Only  a  few  fields  were  visited  that  shov/ed  a  serious  damage^  due  to  the 
early  sprouting.    The  best  yield  was  from  the  Triumphs.    In  some  of  the 
fields,  the  llarly  Ohics  were  quite  rough  showing  considerable  second  growth. 
Poor  yields  w^re  also  found  in  the  fields  of  Cobblers.    Trips  were  also 
made  to  visit  rotate  fields  that  have  been  badly  darraged  by  hail  during  the 
week.    Some  fields  were  seen  where  very  few  stalks  were  visible  above  the 
ground.    There  has  been  considerable  dau^ge  in' several  sections  of  the 
Greeley  District  this  3;ear.    The  prospects  for  a  good  yield  are  brighter  at 
this  time  than' they  were  two  weeks  ago*    The  early  crop  is  selling  from  BO^ 
to  tl.05  per  hundred.

PresQue  Isle.  Maine  Notes.  Fof  the  week  ending  August'  12.  1922. 

Vrith  the  exception  of  Monday  the  past  v/eek  has  been  fair  and  warm. 
Considerable  rain  fell  Monday  and  Monday  night  whi  :!h  was  of  great  benefit 
to  late  varieties  of  potatoes  and  late  planted  Cobblers. 

Tuesday,  V/ednesday  and  Thursday  were-  taken  up  with  the  Farm  Bureau 
Tour  which  consisted  of  representatives  from  the  Department  at  li^'ashington, 
New  England  Station  Directors,  New  England  Agronomists,  County  Agents, 
Farm  Bureau  a^mbers , interested    potato  growers  and  our  Canadian  friends. 

The  tour  started  at  Houlton,  Maine.     Several  fields  enroute  to  Presque 
Isle  were  inspected*    The  ,party  arrived  on  the  farm  of  Mr^  Kerves  in 
Easton  where  an  excellent  field  of  Green  Mountains  of  the  Bay  of  Chaleur 
strain  and  the  Eckerson  strain  of  If ish'Cobblers  are  being  grown.  Dinner 
was  taken  at  Presque  Isle,    More  joined  the  party  at  this  point  and  pro- 
ceeded to  Fort  Fairfield  i.nspecting  several  very  excellent  fields  enroute. 
Supper  was  had  at  the  Plymouth  Hotel  in  Fort  Fairfield.     A  meeting  was  held 
in  the  eveningi    Representatives  from  different  sections  giving    talks  on 
the  seed  potato  situation. 

Wednesday .morning  the  party  proceeded -to  Caribou  via  Limestone,  stopping 
at  seme  of  t'le  best  potato  fields  enroute.    From  Caribou  they  proceeded  to 
Washburn,  taking  dinner  there  and  inspecting  Green  fountain  and  Irish 
Cobbler  fields -at  several  places.    From  V/ashburn.  to  Mapleton  via  State  road 
where  three  different  fields  of  potatoes  were  inspected.    From  Mapleton 
the  party  proceeded  to  Aroostook  State  Farm  to  inspect  the  Station  plots, 
the  Pathological  plots  of  the  Office  of  Cotton  and  Truck  diseases  and  our 
ov;n  plots.      An  evening  meeting  at  v/hich  representatives  from  several  States 
gave  talks  on  Seed  Certification  Inspection  work  and  potato  diseases.  This 
practically  concluded  the  potato  tour* 


Professor  V/m.  Stuart,  Professor  T,  C.  Johnson  accompanied  our 
Canadian  friends  to  Fredericton  Thursday  to  attend  the  Field  Day  held  at 
Freda ricton  on  the  Dominion  Experimental  grounds. 

The  Agronomists  and  many  of  the  Station  Directors  spent  Thursday 
going  over  our  plots  on  Aroostook  State  Farm  and  the  Pathological  plots  at 
the  Laboratory.    The  Fertilizer  plots  of  the  Office  of  Soil  Fertility  on 
Aroostook  State  Farm  and  the  Perry  Farm  on  Center  Line  Road  received  con- 
siderable attention  and  created  considerable  discussion* 

The  -writer  expects  to  join  County  Agent  Norton,  Fx-County^cribner 
now  representing  the  Dosch  Spray  Company,  several  Maine  Sded  potato  growers 
and  Mr»  G.  C».  Cunningham  of  Fredericton,        B.  at  New  Milk,        B.  Tuesday 
night.    It  is  hoped  that  additional  strains  of  potatoes  free  from  disease 
My ~be~lo"cated  and  arrangements  rcade  to  purchase  small  quantities  for  our 
SSed  Development  work  in  Presque  Isle,  ! 

Our  seed  development  material  on  the  Savage  field  was  sprayed  again 
this  week  in  addition  to  the  plots  on  Aroostook  State  Farm.  Saturday 
nicotine  dust  was  applied  to  the  1922  Seedlings^and  eight  rows  of  the  two 
adjoining  plots  in  an  effort  to  control  plant  aphids*    The  duster  v;as  not 
working  well  and  (i^'nly  about  50  per  cent  of  the  lice  were  killed.  The 
power  sprayer  with  soap  and  Black  Leaf  40    will  be  used  on  this  plot  this 
week.

Manhattanj  Kansas  Notes.  August  15 ^  19  22. 

Potato  digging  in  the  Kaw  Valley  has  been  delayed  for  several  weeics 
because  of  market  conditions*    Growers  in  general  have  beenwaiting  for  the 
market  to  strengthen.    A  few  are  beginning  t:o  dig  again,  the  local  markets 
taking  considerable  at  this  time  and  growlers  feel  that  within  a  few  weeks 
the  southern  markets  will  open  up  to  such  an  extent  that  they  can  make 
money  by  leaving  their  potatoes  in  the  ground  at  this  time.

The  harvesting-  of  the  potato  ©xperiments  at  the  Arlington,  Virginia 
Experiment  Farm  was  finishqd  last  week  halor-e  the  '/;riter  started  tc  join, 
the  Minnesota  Pptatp  Tour, 

There  were  sorae  very  interesting  results  obtained  from  mature  and 
immature  seed  secured, by  digging  the  seed  stock  at  three  different  periods, 
from  holding  the  seed  at  32^*  F-  36°r.  and  40^F  in  ccid  storage  and  from  the 
few  strains  of  Irish  Cobblers,  ^  ^ 

As  usual  in  the  test  of  iarmature  vs  mature  seed  potatoes  the  forijner 
gave  larger  yields  and  proportionally  to  the  different  degrees  of  immaturity 
The  results,  however,  are  not  conclusive,         _  . 

The  results  of  storage  tests  at  both  the  Virginia  Truck  Experiment 
Station  Farm  and  the  Arlington,  Virginia  Experiment  Station  Farm  are  not 
sufficient  to  draw  any  conclusions. 

As  at  the  Virginia  Truck  Experiment  Station  Farm  both  the  Prince 
Edward  Island  and  the  Nodwell  strain  of  Irish  Cobblers  gave  very  promising 
results*

The  writer  joined  the  Mirinesota  Potato  Tour  at  Crookston  the  evening 
of  August  3«    In  this  vicinity  and  south  to  Moorhead  is  the  largest  potato 
producing  section  of  Red  River  Valley  and  of  Minnesota, 

The  potatoes  in  this  section  have  been  growing  well  until  recently^ 
The  potatoes  here  need  rain  badly  and  in  many  other  parts  of  the  State.  The 
following  is  a  report  taken  from  The  Minneapolis  Tribune,  August  8»  -1922. 

"Clay  County  Potato  Crop  Cut" 
"Moorhead,  Minn, »  Aug*  7.-  A  reduction  of  25  per  cent 
in  the  expected  per  acre  potato  yield  in  Clay  County, 
because  of  drouth,  disease  and  in'^oc.-'-.s  v;as  predicted 
today  by  0,  M,  Olscnj  County  Agent.    Much  potato 
damage  also  has  been  reported  in  Cass- County 

In  some  sections  there  have  been  light  local  showers  which  have, 
revived  the  farm  crops.    But  the  crops  in  the  Red  River  Valley  and  in  many 
of  light  soil  seetions  need  rain  badly. 

This  is  the  first  year  that  Minnesota  has  made  a  potato  tour  and  it 
vsas  a    succesadful  one,  taking  everything  into  consideration  and  much 
interest  was  shown. 

Saturday  afternoon,  Professor  F.  A.  Krantzz of  the  Minnesota  University, 
and  the  writer  went  to  the  Minnesota  North  Central  Experiment  Farm  to^ 
make  readings  .-.on  the  experiments  there.    But  due  to  the  conditions  whioh 
Professor  Stuart  has  previously  mentioned  in  the  "Eye""have  become  worse 
and  the  effe,ct  of  drouth  on  the  foliage  only  readings  of  a  few  rows  wore 
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The  writer  went  to  Rice  Lake,  YiJis^onsin  Sunday  afternoon  to  join,  the 
Vi/^isconsin  Potato  Tour,

The  Wisconsin  Potato  Tour  was  a  success*     It  began  at  Rice  Lake  and 
at  noon  had  forty-four  automobiles  in  line*    Much  interest  was  shown  during 
the.  field  demonstrations,  and  at  other  iTieetings*    Many  of  the  growers 
v;ere  eager  to  learn  how  to  successfully  control  the  leaf,  hoppers  and  potato 
diseases*    The  growers  who  had  been  practicing  the  best  known  methods  of  ' 
controlling  potato  diseases  and  insects  and  obtaining  high  producing  strains 
are  meeting  with  success*    Every  now  and  then,  we  would  hear  a  new  follower 
say  -  ^'What  is  mosaic?    Hov/  can  you  tell  a  potato  plant  affected  with 
mosaic?    What  can  you  treat  the  seed  with  in  order  to  kill  the  mosaic 
organisms?""  These  are  good  examples  of  some  of  the    questions  that  were 
asked.    This  proves  that  the  principles  advocated  by  the  leaders  in  this 
line  of  work  have  not  reached  all  growers  and  that  potato  tours  are  worth 
while . 

Many  potato  growers  have  bought  high  pov/er  pressure  sprayers  this 
year  so  that  they  can  have  a  pressure  of  200  pounds  or  more  when  using  three 
nozzles  per  row»^   Others  who  own  low  power  and  inefficient  sprayers  are 
contemplating  buying  the  best  spraying  or  dusting  outfits  suitable  to  their 
needs  next  spring. 

As  to  potato  diseases  there  is  a  rather  3-arge  variation  in  the  amount 
of  diseases  in  different  fields.    The  percentage  of  these  diseases  varied 
directly  with  care  in  selection  of  the  seed  p-jtatcec  ar;d  control  of  the 
diseases*    Some  growers  have  erro<neous  ideas  as  to  how  long  they  can  plant 
a  strain  of  potatoes  that  v/as-  one  time  nearly  free  from  disease  without 
paying  any  attention  to  seed  selection.     For  instance,  a  few  grov;ers  seem 
to  think  that  because  they  had  J.  W.  Smith's  strain  of  Triumphs  they  need 
not  pay  any  attention  to  seed  selection  even  tho  it  yi.ight  have  been  grown 
by  three 'or  four  different  growers  since  leavin^:  Sir.i  th*     f  arm  and  giving, 
this  strain  many,  chances  to  become  contaminated  with  disease s> 

The  percentage  of  mosaic  varied  from  a  very  small  per  cent  to  a  high 
percentage  in  different  fields. 

L-very  little  black  leg  or  stem  trouble  v;as  found  during  the  tour 
except  in  one  field  which  was  low  and  poorly  drained* 

I^te  Blight  was  first    discovered  on  August  10  in  three  fields  near 
Park  Falls,  "  Tft  was  just  beginning  to  make  its  appearance  on  the  leaves. 
It  is  occurring  in  a  section  where  late  blight  has  been  for  the  last^ two  or 
three  years.    This  again  proves  that  late  blight  is  carried  over  in  the  seed 
and  seed  infected  with  this  disease  should  not  be  planted,  especially  not  in 
the  North.  I 


The  best  growers  are  those  who  are  controlling  disease^-and  insects, 
and  each  year  carefully  selecting  their  seed  stock. 

Professor  J.  G.  Mil^ward  estimates  that  there  will  be  600,000  bushels 

of  certified  seed  potatoes  for  sale  by  Wisconsin  growers  this  fall.  This 

neans  much  in  dollars -and  cents  to  the  certified  potato  growers  and  in- 
directly to  others*  . 

■    In  some  section?  p.C  Wisconsin  crops  are  suffering  on  account  of  the 
drought,  vv^hile  in  other  sections  there  has  bee'n  local  showers  and    there  is 
sufficient  amount  of  soil  moisture  present  for  plant  growth*    In  the  drought 
areas  where  the  soil  is  light,  both  corn  and  potatoes  are  valting  and  dying.

The  Vi/riter  found  the  potatoes  so  badly  affected  with  the  drought  that 
it  was  impossible  to  record  the  mosaic  plants,  Hov/ever,  the  potatoes  v/er© 
inspected  for  stem  diseases.  For  some  reason,  most  of  the  plants  affected 
with  these  diseases  were  found  in  the  Rurals. 

a  39292,  S>:39273  and  S  39117  are  making  good  showi  ng  in  comparison 
with  other  varieties  planted  at  the  same  time  aaduhder  similar  conditions 
at  the  Station*    They  seem  to  be  withstanding  the  drought  and  leaf  hopper 
injury  better,  especially  S  39292« 

Amount  of  rainfall  at  the  Spooner  Experiment  Station  Farm  has  been 
only  six  tenths  of  an  inch  during  the  last  month.  Those  in  charge  have 
kept  a  good  soil  mulch,  otherwise  the  crops  there  v/ould  have  suffered  more..

The  Aroostook  potato  field  tour  which  was  held  on  the  8th  and  9th 
proved  to  be  a  highly  successful  one  both  in  point  of  attendance  and  interest 
taken  on  the  part  of  the  grov/ers.     It  was  evident  to  all  the  participants 
in  this  tour,  v^rhich  included  visitors  from  all  of  the  I'astern  States,  that 
this  was  not  an  ideal  year  to  see  Aroostook  County  poteto  fields  at  their 
best,  but  nevertheless  many  good  fields  were  visited«    The  most  interesting 
thing  to  the  writer  was  that  practically  all  of  the  good  fields  of.  Green 
Mountains  had  been  planted 'with  New  Erunsv;ick  or  Vermont  gi-o>ATi  seed  either 
direct  or  one  year  removed*    The  superiority  of  New  Brunswick  and  Vermont 
seed  over  that  of  Maine  is  due  to  the  greater  freedom  from  mosaic  of  certain 
strains  which  have  been  located  and  are  being  grown  on  a  commercial  scale 
in  these  two  localities.    A  further  interesting  development  of  the  past  year 
or  two  in  Northern  Maine  is  that  many  potato  growers  in  that  section  are 
planning  to  buy  their  Green  Mountain  seed  stock  either  in  New  Brunswick,

For  the  v;eek  ending  August  19.  1922. 


The  weather  was  very  hot  the  first  part  of  the  week,  but  Thursday 
night  .19  inch  of  rain  fell  and  since  then  the  v/eather  has  been  cooler. 

C,  M.  Tompkins  of  the  Colorado  Agricultural  College  visited  the  Station 
Friday*.  Mr.  Tompkins  had  returned  that  day  from  Northeast  V/eld  County 
where  he  had  inspected  a  number  of  potato  fields, which  will  be  certified 
if  they  pass  the  required  conditions  for  certification.    Practically  all 
the  fields  inspected  were  Bliss  Triumphs,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  growers 
in  this  S§ction  will  be  able  to  supply  seed  potatoes? in  car  load  lots 
within  a  short  time. 

The  County  Commissioners  visited  the  Experiment  Station  last  week. 
They  expressed  themselves  as  being  much  interested  v;ith  the  work.    They  re- 
quested that  we  prepare  a  potato  exhibit  for  the  V/eld  County  Fair* 

Some  of  the  fields  o"f  late  potatoes  have  sprouted  the  same  as  the  early 
potatoes,  but  it  is  hoped  that  with  favorable  growing  conditions  this 
trouble  will  b©  remedied  as  it  was  with  the  early  crop. 

Potato  prices  dropped  during  the  week*    0^  Monday  the  best  qijiality 
potatoes  were  quoted  at  01.00  per  hundred,  but, by  Saturday  the  dealers  were 
offeriJig  about  80  cents. 

Professor  Corbett  expects  to  arrive  in  Greeley,  Saturday,  August  26.

Presque  Isle.  Maine.         .  For  the  v-'eek  ending  August  19  .  1922. 

We  have  had  fair  ^jveather  for- the  past  week  excepting  rain  on  Friday. 
About  one  inch  of  rain  fell  which  will  help  out  the  late  maturing  varieties • 

On  Monday  we  dusted  with  nicotine  dust  the  1922  seedlings  and  on 
Saturday  we  put  on  with  the  power  sprayer  Black  Leaf  ^40  and  soap.  Both 
applications  killed  a  laro;e  percent  of  aphids,  yet  enough  remained  each 
time  to  multiply  very  rapidly  so  that  in  a  fev/  days,  apparently  they  were 
as  plentiful  as  ever. 

The  writer  left  Tuesday  at  10:30  for  St.  Leonard  and  NewlUlk,  N.  B. 
Left    6t,  Leonard  at  1:30  P.  M.  arriving  in  New  Milk  at  7:30  P.  M.     I  was 
met  at  the  train  by  Mr.  Cunningham,  brother  of  G.  C.  Cunningham  v;ho  drove 
me  by  auto  "to  Chalo  where  I  put  up  for  the  nigiit.    Wednesday  morning,  Mr. 
Cunningham  accompanied  by  Prof.  Stuart,   (the  latter  having  come  in  on  the 
morning  train),  met  me' with  an  auto  at  the  hotel.    V/e  proceeded  to  New  Milk 
where  we  were  met  by  Mr.  G.  C.  Cunningham  and  three  cars  of  Maine  Potato 
growers,  including  M.r.  Martin,  County  Agent  for  Aroostook  County,  Ex-County 
Agent  Scribner  and  Dr.  W,  Sv  S'chultz-,  Pathologist  in  Office  of  Cotton  and 
Truck  Diseases.    The  entire  day  was  spent  in  inspecting  potato  fields.^  Not 
one  field  was  inspected  by  the  writer  that  had  over  3  per  cent  of  mosaic. 
A  field  of  Cobblers  was  inspected  late  in  the  afternoon  at  Petil  Roucher. 
This  was  the  handsomest  field  of  potatoes  the  writer  has  ever  seen.  Although 
the  plants  were  not  large  they  were  of  uniform  size  and  the  cultural 


operations  left  the  field  in  perfect  condition.    The  potato  growers  were 
very  much  disappointed  to  learn  that  the  crop  from  this  field  had  been 
sold  earlier  in  the  week. 

The  writer  decided  late  in  the  evening  to  accompany  the  Maine  potato 
growers,  County  Agent  and  Dr.  E.  Si  Schultz  to  Bathurst  where  it  was  planned 
to  spend  the  night,  going  on  from  that  point  to  Chatha^n,  Gape  Formentine- 
and  Prince  Edward  Island.    Unfortunately  15  miles  north  of  Chatham  the  • 
frame  on  one  car  broke  which  necessitated  considerable  delay.    The  car  was 
blocked  up  and  the  run  to  Chatham  made.

The  trip  to  Prince  Edward  Island  v/as  given  up  and  plans  made  to  make  Hart- 
land,  N,  B.  where  a  car  of  Cobblers  shipped  from' the  Bay  of  Chaleur  last 
Spring  is=  being  grown.    ¥fe  made  Kartland  about  3^00  P.  M.  Friday  and  ex- 
amined two  fields  of  Cobblers  in  a  heavy  shower.    The  vines  in  both  fields 
were  dead  and  very  little  could  be  told  of  the  merits  of  this  strain  of 
Cobblerso

Washington  Notes-.  August  25.  1922. 

Ideal  weather  has  jSrevailed  since  the  last  issue  of  the  "Eye".  Last 
Saturday  afternoon  an  electrical  storm  accompanied  by  a  heavy  rainfall 
passed  over  this  vicinity.    The  land  on  the  flats  at  Arlington  Farm  was 
just  beginning  to  become  dryenough  for  cultivating  potatoes  when  a  general 
rain  storm  began  yesterday  afternoon.     It  is  cloudy  this  morning. 

Since  the  late  crop  potatoes  were  planted  on  Arlington.  Farm ,  July  10, 
there  has  been  an  unusual  amount  of  rainfall.     Consequently,  the  percentage 
of  germination  is  not  as  high  as  expected  at  time  of  planting  when  the  land 
was  in  excellent  physical  condition. 

Wednesday  and  Thursday  the  v/riter  took  notes  on  the  potato  experiments 
at  Arlington  Farm.    There  are  decided  differences  in  the  germination  and 
general  appearance  of  the  potatoes  due  to  the  different  temperatures  at 
which  the  seed  was  stored.    A.  few  diseases  were  noted.    Sbme-^of  Professor 
Stuart's  seedlings  are  making  good  showing  under  these  conditions. 

Northern  New  Jersey,  ISO-lb.  sacks  Giants,  U.  S"^*  No.  1,  are  retailing 
in  one  of  the  chain  stores  in  Washington  for  $1.85  per  sack.    While  in  the 
Pittsburgh,  Pa»  market,  August  23,  Northern  New  Jersey,  150-lb.  sacks ■ Giants , 
U.       No.  1  sold  from  01.55  to  $1.75  per  sack;  and  Southern  New  Jersey,  150- 
lb.  sacks  Irish  Cobblers,  U,  S"*  No.  1,  sold  from  $2.25  to  ^2.35  per  sack. 
This  makes  a  difference  of  50  cents  in  selling  price  of  the  two  varieties. 


New  Jersey  is  still  the  leading  shipper  of  early  potatoes.     Out  of  a 
total  carlot  movement  of  574  cars  on  August  22,  New  Jersey  growers  furnished 
345  cars,  or  over  60  per  cent.     Idaho  ranked  second  with  68  cars,  and  Long 


Island,  New  York,  third  with  38  cars  of  potatoes.

Wednesday  and  Thursday,  August  16  and  17  were  bpoy^.t  xr\  a  farther  and 
more  coinplete  scrToy  of.  Green  Mountain  and  Irish  Cobbler  seed  stocks  along 
the  North  SBore  of  New  Brunswick  from  Belle  dune  ..to  DAlhous-ie  and  also  ln«» 
eluded  a  visit  to  Heron  Island  located  in  the  Bay^ cf  Chaleur  about  two  miles 
off  the  New  Brunswick  shore  where  over  a  hundred  acres  of  seed  stock  is  being 
grovm»    This  island  of  something  over  750  acres  has  been  selected  by  a  seed 
potato  grov/er  for  the  growing  of  especially  selected  strains  of  seed  potatoes- 
It  was  hoped  that  its  isolation  from  the  mainland,  and  the  fact  that  potatoes 
had  never  been  grown  on  it  commercially ,  might  hav^  served  to  keep  it  fred 
from  plant  lice   (aphids)  and  that  on  this  account  it  would  be  possible  to 
groviT  mosaic  free  seed  stock*    This- assumption,  however,  has  not  been  sub- 
stantiated as  aphids  were  found  to  be  present  in  even  the  most  isolated 
seed  plotsi    It  may  be  of  interest  also  to  record  that  rose  bushes  iiere  also 
found  in  the  vicinity  of  an  old  home  site*    There  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  wild  rose  plants  or  escapes  from  the  heme  garden  v/ill  be  found  to  be 
rather  generally  distributed  over  the  Island*    Whether  or  not  complete 
eradication  of  the  rose  bush  on  the  Island  will  eliminate  the  aphids  is  a     ■  • 
problem  yet  to  be  determined* 

Throughout  all  the  territory  examined  along  the  North  Shore  of  New 
Brunsvdck  the  potato  crop  was  at  a  standstill,  so  far  as  active  growth  is 
donoerned,  owing  to  lack  of  soil  moisture.    If  a  good  rainfall  occurs  with- 
in a  week  the  only  effect  cf  the  drought  Vfi^^l  be  a  retardation  of  the  matur- 
ing-cf  the  crop. 

Wednesday  morning  three  auto  loads  of  Mair\e  growers  arrived  at  Jacquet 
River  for  the  purpose  of  looking  up  Green  Mountain  and  Irish  Cobbler  seed 
stocks  for  their  own  yse*    Several  of  the  fields  visited  during  the  day'ss 
inspection  trip  were  considered  satisfactory  and  negotiations  were  begun  for 
the  purchase  of  several  carloads  of  stock. 

The  inspection  of  the  New  Brunswick  potato  territory  an  which  these^ 
notes  are  based  was  made  possible  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  G,  G,  Gunning- 
ham,  Dominion  Pathologist  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick.    It  is  also 
very  largely  through  his  activities  that  the  present  demand  for  New  Brunswick

Prince  Edward  Island* 

Saturday,  August  19 »  was  devoted  to  the  inspection  of  a  number  of 
Irish  Cobbler  and  Green  Mountain  fields  in  the  vicinity  ©f  Charlottetown. 
This=^  was  made  possible  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Deputy  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  Mr.W.  Boulter,  and  Mr.  Peppin  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Prince 
Edward  Island  seed  potato  certification  work.    Some  interesting  data  is 
being  secured  at  the  EJxperimental  Farm  relative  to  the  approximate  ratio  of 
mosaic  and  leaf -roll  disease  transmission  by  aphids  at  varying  distances  of 


healthy  stock  from  diseased  stock.    As  mig;ht  be  expected  the  highest  per 
cent  of  infection  occurs  in  adjacent  rows  of  healthy  and  diseased  plants* 
Studies  are  also  being  conducted  to  determine  v/hether  mosaic  or  leaf  roll 
can  be  transmitted  from  the  rootlets  of  diseased  plants  to  those  of  healthy 
plants.    Thus  far  there  is  no  evidence  that  either  of  these  diseases  are 
communicated  to  healthy  plants  in  this  manner,; 

The  general  condition  of  the  potato  crop  in  this  section  is  good  but 
in  many  fields  the  stand  is  not  satisfactory,  'There  is  no  lack  of  moisture, 
in  fact  the  rainfall  has  been  heavier  than  the  grov\/ers  consider  desirable. 
Further  rain  has  fallen  most  of  this  afternoon   (Sunday,  Aug,  20)  and  is 
still  falling  ast he se^- notes  are  being  penned,   ^Late  blight  is  present  in 
most  fields  but  it  has  hot  "as  yet  damaged  the  crop.     Spraying  seems  to  be 
generally  practiced  and  for  the  most  part  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  manner. 
A  small  percentage  of  potato  wilt  is  showing  up  in  the  earlier  planted 
and  consequently  more  mature  fields.    Mr.  Peppin  reports  that  3000  acres  of 
potatoes  have  been  enteredlfor  certification.    This  acreage  consists  almost 
wholly  of  the  two  varieties  heretofore  mentioned  of  whi -^.h  about  75  per  cent 
are  Green  Mountains  and  25  per  cent  Irish  Cobblers.    A  strong  effort  is 
being  made  to  increase  the  Irish  Gobbler  acreage  as  at  present  the  demand 
for  Irish  Cobbler  seed  stock  on  the  part  of  Virginia,  Nevj  Jersey  and  Long 
Island  growers  far  exceeds  the  available  supply*    Prince  Edv^ard  Island 
climate  and  soil  seems  vv'ell  adapted  to  the  production  of  Itish  Cobbler 
seed  stock*

The  early  b.Tight  seems  to  be  restricted  to  the  early  and  medium  early  matur- 
ing varieties »    The  late  crop  is  practically  free^from  this  disease  as  has 
been  the  case  in  previous  years.    The  condition  of  the  late  crop  has  improved  • 
considerably  during  the  past  few  weeks.    The  early  harvest  of  Triumphs  at  the 
Station  this  year  produced  about  300  bushels  per  acre,  which  is  a  good  yield 
fcr  the  early  crop.. 

There  was  a  large  number  of  visitors  at  the  Stahion  this  week.    Word  has 
been  received  from  Mr.  August  Gadeken  cf  Bushnell,  Nebraska,  that  a  party  of 
gr€;.wers  from  that  section  v;ill  visit  the  Station  this  week*    Prof.  L.  G,  Gorbett

Presque  Isle.  Maine  Notes »  For  the  week  endin?  August  26..  1922* 

With  the  exception  of  rain  Friday  and  Saturday  the  weather  for  the  past 
week  has  been  pleasant.    Potato  fields  have  gone  down  very  rapidly  during  the 
past  ten  days.    This  is  particularly  true  of  fields  planted  on  second  crop 
land.     Irish  Gobblers  planted  early  in  May  are  maturing.    Later  planted  fields 
are  going  down  from  lack  of  care  in  properly  spraying,  practically  all  fields 
turning  brown  from  the  ravages  of  plant  lice  and  flea  beetles. 

Some  of  the  poorer  fields  of  Cobblers  have  been  harvested,  the  yield  in 
most  cases  being  rather  small  running  from  forty  to  sixty  barrels  per  acre. 
At  the  present  price  for  table  stock  there  is  very  little  inducement  to  the 
farmer  to  put  his  crop  onto  the  market.    The  first  of  the  week  shippers  were 
offering  $1,25  per  bbl.    towards  the  end  of  the  week  the  price  had  reached 
$1.40  per  bbl4 

Our  experimental  plots  were  sprayed  this  week  wth  Bordea.ux  mixture,  and 
we  have  been  through  again  roguing  out  diseased  plants.    For  the  most  part 
the  plants  taken  out  this  time-  were  txiose  affected  with  streak  and  leaf  roll* 

A.visit  was  made  to  Mr.  H.  H,  Higgin?  of  Mapleton  and  Mr,  Hi'allace  Wood- 
man of  V/ashburn  to  offer  suggestions  in  the  matter  of  selecting  seed  for  next 
year.    Both  parties  have  pracf lead' hill ;  tuber  unit  and  mass  selection  for 
several  years.    Mr..  Higgins  has  Coobiors  and  Spaulding  Rose  built  up  from 
single  tubers  that  are  considered  scual  if  not  superior  to  the  best.  Mr, 
Woodman  has  selected  Cobblers  from  hillo  dug  by  hand  for  six>: years* 

Three  farms  were  visited  on  Mor.day  near  the  tovm  of  Ashland  with  the  idea 
of  selecting  an  isolated  field  of  about  three  acres  for  our  seed  development 
work.    Three  acres  were  found  on  the  farm  of  Mr,  R.  0.  Weaver,  whose  farm  is

located  on  the  Masardis  road  about  a  mile  from  Ashland,    This  plot  is  in 
the  center  of  the  farm  surrounded  by  woods  with  a  road  on  one  side  to 
connect  with 'the  lower  field*

Although  raining  we  visited  the  fields  of 
Mr.  H.  H«  Higgins  at  Mapleton  to  inspect  his  strain  of  Spaulding  Rose 
developed  from  three  tubers.    This  is  considered  one  of  the  choice  fields 
in  this  section.  , . 

Tuesday  we  visited  fields  in  Crouseville,  Yy'ashburn,  and  the  farm  of 
Mr.  Weaver  on  the  Masardis  road  one  mile  from  Ashland*    An  isolated  plot 
of  three  acres  was  selected  on  this  farm  for  our  seed  development  work 
for  1923».   On  our  return  trip  to  Presque  Isle  we  inspected  several  fields 
of  Spaulding  Rose  and  one  of  Gobblers  on  the  old  State  road* 

Wednesday  ^.fternoon  we  began  harvesting  on  Aroostook  State  Farm.  We 
finished  harvesting  the  selection  experiment,  the  Cobbler  group  in  the 
variety  collection,  and  part  of  the  1921  seedlings.    The  Cobblers  gave  a 
very  good  yield  for  this  season  but  the  type  is  poor.    In  the  selection 


experiment  there  were  so  few  good  hills  that  it  will  be  necessary  to 
discard  our  present  stock,  select  new  mterial  and  begin  over*.    Some  very 
excellent  1921  seedlings -are  being  saved  for  larger  plots  next  season. 

The  Northern  Maine  Fair  begins  Monday  and  ends  Friday*    The  Aroostook 
State  Farm,  Stats  Experiment  Station,  pathologists  and  horticulturists  ef 
the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  have  a  booth  in  the  Exhibition  Hall»  The 
exhibit  for  the  most  part  will  consist  of  grain,  potato  varieties  and 
diseases  and  spray  material*

Yesterda;y,  Prof.  Wm»  Stuart  and  the  writer  inspected  the  potato 
experiments  at  Arlington  Experiment  Station  Farm.    The  heavy  downpour  of 
rain  of  last  Saturday  flooded  the  potato  experimental  plots.  Considerable 
injury  was  done  to  the  foliage  and  especially  to  the  leaves  and  vines  of 
the  varieties  which  have  low  spreading  vine  growth  and  all  vireak  plants  in 
a  state  of  decumbence.    The  high  temperature  and  bright  sunshine  scalded 
the  foliage  as  the  water  receded.    Notes  were  taken  on  the  general  con- 
dition of  each  potato  experiments 

(V/alter  M,  Peacock). 

Washington  Notes.  September  7 .  19  22. 

The  weather  thus  far  this  week  has  been  quite  warm.    Last  Saturday 
Washington  and  vicinity  was  subjected  to  the  heaviest  downpour  of  rain 
that  has  fallen  here  during  the  past  forty-seven  years.    The  Vv'eather  Bureau 
reported  a  rainfall  of  5.18  inches  within  a  period  of  eight  hours;  while 
the  rain  gauge,  kt  Arlington  Farm  recorded  6«17  inches  during  the  same 
period.    From  all  reports  the  Virginia  area  in  the  vicinity  of  Washington 
showed  a  heavier  rainfall  than  in  the  city,  while  the  precipitation  ten 
miles  north  of  the  city  was  only  a  little  more  than  one  inch. 

Under  date  of  August  29,  H,  0.  V/erner  of  Lincoln,  Nebraska  writes 
that  the  first  round  of  the  certified  seed  potato  inspectors  has  been 
completed  in  his  State.    He  further  says  that  only  3656  acres  of  the  4477 
acres  entered  have  passed  first  inspection  requirements.    In  some  counties 
the  inspectors  found  it  necessary  to  reject  about  40  per  cent  of  the  fields 
while  in  Kimball  County  over  95  per  cent  of  the  fields  passed.    Mr.  V/erner 
predicts  that  2500  acres  will  finally  qualify  for  certification  and 
believes  that  this  acreage  will  produce  200,000  bushels. 

The  letter  further  states  that  fusarium  wilt  is  quite  abundant  and  is 
of  the  opinion  that  F.oxysporum  and  F.eumartii  are  responsible  for  the 
trouble*    Early  blight  is  said  to  have  been  severe  in  Nebraska  fields,  and 
in  some  cases  flea  beetles  have  caused  considerable  injury  to  the  foliage. 

The  potato  tour  August  15  to  18  which  included  Kimball,  Scotts  Bluff, 
Sioux,  Box  Butte  and  Dawers  Counties  with  an  average  attendance  of  100  per 
day  is  regarded  as  having  been  a  success. 


According    to  Werner  one  of  the  most  stf iking  features  of  the  trip 
was  the  study  of  the  gro\vth  of  dry  land  and  irrigated  potato  seed  stock* 
A  comparison  of  sevdral  varieties  shov;s  markedly  better  results  from  dry 
land  than  from  irrigated  seed%

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In  a  recently  received  letter  from  H.  0,  VernsTi  ^''ho  is  in  charp,e  of 
the  seed  cer't i f :.  ca--- i on  work  in  Nebraska  ;v  he  states  thst  the  work  has  become 
very  ccDr.li cated  t::is  ssF.son  owing  to  the  occurrence  of  .  a  . period  of  very 
hot  wee.ther  v;hioh  preval;.sd  during-the  latter  part  of  August*    As  a  result 
of  th"'?  -uifavorable  weather  the  plants ^in  most  dry  land  fields  are  much 
more  mature  at  this  date  than  they  normally  should  be.    This  difference  in 
maturity  is  estimated  at  from  10  days  to  twG  weeks.    Mention  is -also  made 
of  aii  increased  amount  of  Tascuiar  di scolcrat i cn  in  the  stem  ends  of  the 
tubers*    V-erner  estimates  that  th^s  vascular  infection  vdll  necessitate  the 
disqualification  of  900  to  1000  acres  o:  pjtatoes  which  v.-ere  entered  for 
certification.     It  is  believed  that  the  stem  end  vascular  discoloration  of 
the  tubers  i3laro;ely  due  to  fusarium  infection  from  the  soil.    The  potatoes 
in  the  Hemingford  and  Chadron  sections  are  thought  tc  be  the  most  heavily 
infected.     vVerner  believes  the  type  of  the  Nebraska  certified  seed  potatoes 
will  be  superior  this  year  to  that  of  any  preceding  year.

Under  date  of  September  25  the  President  of  the  Mountain  Seed  Potato 
Growers'  Ass'n*  of  Avery  County,  N«C,  writes  as  follows:-  "¥fe  had  a  con- 
ference on  the  23rd  with  the  Watauga  and  Ashe  County  representatives  who 
want  to  come  into  the  business,  and  will  join  with  our  Association,  on  the 
advice  of  the  State  Extension  Service  t    Vfe  will  probably  have,  therefore, 
400  or  500  members  next  season  and  I  think  xve  will  make  a  better  record,  get 
more    idusting  done  to  prevent  blight,  and  will  produce  enough  seed  potatoes 
to  export  son©  thousands  of  bushels.    We  are  planning  to  raise  some  Early 
Rose,  as  well  as  the  Irish  Cobbler.    There  is  a  strong  demand  for  Early  Rose 
in  this  region,  and  it  yields  tremendously," 

This  Association  is  now  in  correspondence  with  Prince  Edvra.rd  Island 
Irish  Cobbler  seed  potato  growers  with  the  object  of  securing  high  grade 
foundation  seed  stock. 

The  writer  expects  to  spend  the  first  half  of  next  week  in  South  Jersey 
with  Dr.  V/»  H*  Martin  of  the  New  Jersey  Station  inspecting  some  experimental 
potatoes  that  are  being  grov/n  under  a  cooperative  agieement  between  the  New 
Jersey  Station  and  this  Office*     It  is  also  planned  to  attend  the  South

New  Jersey  Notes.  October  6  >  1922* 

The  first  three  days  of  this  T-zeek  usis  spent  in  New  Jersey  inspecting 
South  Jersey  second  crop  or  rather  late  crop  seed  potato  fields  in  Salem 
and  Cumberland  Counties,    l^onday' s  inspections  were  made  in  the  company 
of  Dr.  1,7.  H.  Martin  of  the  New  Jersey  Experiment  Station  and  J.  Harry 
Kandle  a  prominent  seed  potato  grower  of  Elmer,  N*  J.    Several  fields  of 
Irish  Cobbler  and  American  Giants  and  one  of  Norcross  were  inspected. 
As  a  rule  the  Irish  Cobbler  seed  stock  was  found  to  tbe  quite  free  from 
mosaic  and  leafroll  infection.    The  American  Giant  stock  in  most  fields 
noted  contained  a  much  larger  per  cent  of  leaf  roll  and  mosaic  than  the 
Cobblers.    Some  good  stock  was  noted,  however.    With  few  exceptions  the 
American  Giant  seed  stock  is  badly  mixed  with  the  Bur bank,  in  fact  in  not 
a  ^ew  fields  the  Burbank  predominates.    This  situation  has  been  brought 
about  through  growers  selecting  strong-growing,  broad-leaved,  and  dark 
green  plants  from  their  Giant  fields  under  the  misapprehension  that  these 
plants  represented  a  strong  healthy  and  desirable  strain  of  the  American 
Giant,  whereas  they  were  really  saving  seed  from  Burbank  plants.    In  one 
instance  noted  this  has  resulted  in  the  grower  getting  a  95%  pure  Burbank 
^rain  of  seed.    Careful  inspection  of  these  fields  convinces  one  that  the 
Burbank  strain  of  potatoes  occurring  as  a  mixture  in  the  AnBrican  Giant 
seed  stock  is  beyond  a  doubt  much  more  resistant  to  mosaic  and  leafroll 
than  is  the  American  Giant.     Some  of  the  growers  now  propose  to  rogue  out 
the  American  Giant  plants  and  secure  a  pure  strain  of  the  Burbank.  Presen 
indications  are  that  it  is  equally  well  adapted  to  New  Jersey  conditions 
and  that  it  may  prove  to  be  a  very  acceptable  substitute  in  ?£onmGuth 
County,  N.  J.  which  is  recognized  as  the  most  impci-tant  American  Giant 
commercial  potato  production  center  in  the  United  States.    Mr.  Handle's 
strain  of  Norcross  was  found  to  be  exceptionally  free  from  diseases  of 
any  kind  and  in  addition  v/ere  making  a  very  strong,  healthy  growth. 

On  Tuesday  Dr.  Martin  and  the  writer  participated  in  the  Salem.  County 
seed  potato  field  inspection  tour.    The  first  farm  visited  was  that  of 
Ed.  Shimp  of  Hancock's  Bridge  v/h^re  23  acres  of  Cobblers  ?^ich  have  been 
entered  for  certification  were  inspected.    The  second  stop  was  at  the 
farm  of        R.  Hackett  of  Quinton.    Mr.  Hackett  had  5  acres  of  ilmerican 
Giants  and  8  acres  of  Cobblers.    The  party  which  -i-tihen  numbered  about  40 
cars  proceeded  from  Hackett 's  farm  to  County  Agent  J.  C.  Crissey's  office 
at  Salem  where  each  person  W3.s  duly  tagged.    The  next  stop  was  made  at 
the  farm  of  Jos.  Featherer  of  Salem  where  a  cover  crop  demonstration  is 
being  conducted  for  the  purpose  of  determin2;ng  the  most  desirable  cover 
crop  to  use  after  first  crop  potatoes  have  been  harvested.    Twelve  cover 
crops,  or  cover  crop  combinations,  were  being  tried  out.    The  farm  of 


S.  Boyd  Davis  also  of  Salem  was  next  visited*    Mr,  Davis  is  growing  18 
acres  of  Cobblers.     Three  strains  are  being  grown.     The  final  step  of  the 
forenoon  tour  was  iflade  at  the  farm  of  Frank  Petti t  of  Woodstown  where 
40  acres  df  Cobblers  are  being  grown.    Luncheon  followed  this  inspection. 
Snnie  50  cars  participated  in  the  afternoon  run  and  four  farms  were  visited 
as  f  )llows'-    Hariy  Finlav/  of  Woodsxcv/n,  Z3  acres  of  Gobbl.ers;  C.  E.  Moore 
or  Ba^eto\^7i,  13  acres  Cobblers,  1''.  acres  Giants,     j\  K:,  Kandle ,  Elmer 
30  a^res  Ncrcro.-.^  and  Cobblers  including'  spraying  tests;  tuber  unit  plots, 
speoidl  seed  plots  and  otl-.er  work  carried  on  by  the  New  Jersey  Experiment 
Station.     The  day  was  concluded  with  a    7  o' clocEii^dinner  in  the  arnory  at 
Bridgeton,  which  v/as  attended  by  about  125  persons.     Numerous  short  after 
dinner  talks  concluded  the  day's  activities. 

Wednesday,  October  4,  was  devoted  to  the  inspection  of  Cumberland 
C  Ointy  potato  fields  a-nd  was  attended  by  approximately  as  large  a  crowd  as 
on  the  previous  day.     The  first  farm  visited  was  that  of  Frank  L.  Ott  of 
Deerfield  who  is  growing  15  acres  of  Cobblers  and  7  of  Giants.  Additional 
features  of  interest  in  Mr.  Otts  fields  \vere  a  tuber  unit  plot  of  an 
exceptionally  good  strain  of  Irish  Cobolers,  a  con-parative  test  of  the 
efficacy  of  dry  and  wet  Bordeaux  sprays  and  the  growing  of  one  lot  each 
of  Maine  grown  Green  Mountain  and  Irish  Cobbler  seed  stock  in  order  to 
provide  material  for  a  comparative  test  next  season  of  the  relative  merits 
of  Maine  grov/n  and  South  Jersey  second  crop  seed  pctatoes  from  the  same 
seed  stock.     The  v/riter  cannot  forego  saying  a  word  at  this  point  in  re- 
gard to  the  high  quality  of  the  Irish  Cobbler  seed  stock  that  Mr.  Ott  is 
producing.      Out  second  stop  was  made  at  the  farm  of  Allen  Ackley  of 
Deerfield  where  20  acres  of  Cobblers  v/ere  inspected.    Three  other  stops 
were  made  during  the  forenoon.    John  Gcie  of  Deerfield  inhere  4  acres  of 
G-iants  and  6  of  Cobblers  were  being  grcv/nj     J.  N,  Woodruff,  also  of 
Deerfield,  10  acres  of  Cobblers,  and  Minch  Bros.,  Shilch  18  acres  Giants.

The  writer's  general  impressions  of  the  inspection  t rip  may  be  brief- 
ly expressed  as  follov/s:-    The  general  character  of  the  seed  stock  v/as 
much  better  than  had  been  anticipated.    The  evident  care  given  to  tYa 
thorough  roguing  out  of  di  seased  plants  and  the  live- interest  in  the 
production  of  high  grade  seed  v/as  also  very  gratifying. 

Some  especially  vigorous  McCormick,  or  as  it  is  knov/n  in  New  Jersey, 
"Pinkeyes'*  were  noted  on  several  farms*     Th.'.s  variety  along  with  the 
"Redskins'*  or  Jersey  Red's  are  grov;n  as  a  rule  for  table  stock*  It 
occurred  to  the  writer,  however,  that  t''?  growers  were  overlooking  a 
possible  opportunity  of  producing  McCormick  seed  stock  for  grov/ers  in  the 
South, 
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A  variety  known  locally  as  Superba's  were  also  noted  on  two  or 
three  farms.     So  far  as  I  could  determine  this  variety  is  a  member  of  the 
Up'-to-Date  group*     It  is  grown  solely  for  table  purposes  and  seems  to  be 
gaining  in  favor  over  the  "Pinkeyes''  and  "Redskins"* 

The  weather  conditions  are  very  unfavorable  to  the  potato  crop  in 
South  Jersey,,  rain  beir.g  badly  needed..

The  car  situation  is  not  much  improved  and  many  buyers  are  shipping 
their  potatoes  in  box  cars. 

Potatoes  are  selling  for  50  cents  per  cwi: .  at  the  present  time. 


I  have  just  returned  to  /imes  after  a  four  v;eeks  sojourn  in  Mitchell 
County.    A  good  many  of  the  late  potatoe?  in  that  county  v/ere  mature  and 
fields  were  being  dug  tv/o  and  three  weski  earlier  than  in  a  nonnal  season. 
Those  who  planted  early  were  benefited  by  an  ear.Ly  matured  crop,  and  in 
most  cases  by  a  larger  yield*    The  market  for  potatoes  in  Mitchell  County 
has  been  demoralized  and  in  many  instances  farriBrt?  are  not  digging  all  of 
their  potatoes,  hoping  to -realize  a  better  price  on  the  balance  cf  the 
crop..     In  harvesting  the  !!.dte  potatoes  that  had  matured  we  encountered  a 
condition  that  many  growers  had  never  before  experienced,  namely  sun- 
burning  or  scalding  of  the  tubers  when  exposed  for  a  short  time  tefore 
being  picked  up>    Many  of  us  v;ere  cautioned,  by  those  who  had  previous 
experience,  not  to  leave  freshly  dug  tubers  exposed  to  the  sun  bctween^the 
hours  of  ten  and  three  o'clock  'Decause  of  the  intensity  of  the  heat.  I 
did  not  realize  the  extent  of  this  sunturring  until  v/e  had  placed  several 
sacks  aside,  holding  them  for  about,  ten  dayj  after  which  the  tubers  that^ 
had  been  injured  became  .leaky  and  f  ou.''.  in  cdcr.     I  underatand  Lhat  this  is 
a  serious  problem  in  the  South  during  harvest  season.    Another  injury  that 
v/as  prevalent  in  the  majority  of  fields  was  that  caur.ed  .oy  wireworms.  A 
fancy  grade  of  potatoes  with  wirev/orm.  injury  was  rejected  on  the  same 
basis  as  those  affected  with  scab. 

Potato  yields  are  good  but  the  price  has  been  very  low. 

Onions  yielded  well  but  like  potatoes  the  crice  is  too  low  for  profit. 

Several  fields  of  cabbage  were  noted  that  give  promise  of  a  i:ood 
tonnage.

The  vines  of  the  early  varieties  were  dead;  '^hile  the  vines  of  the 
(rreen  Mcuntains  and  Rurals  were  quite  np~een«    Those  which  were  not 
harvested  before  Sunday  \TOre  killed  by  a  heavy  frost  Sunday  nig;ht,  October 
3,    The  potatoes  at  Grand  Rapids,  Minnesota  v;ere  killed  by  frost  t^e  first 
of  September,    This  year  there  was  more  than  a  month's  difference  in  the 
fall  growing  season  between  the  two  localities. 

The  writer  hp.d  an  enjoyable  visit  iiith  Prof.  J«  G*  Milward»  Vfednesday 
of  this  week  at  Madison  and  learned  that  there  had  been  no  killing  frost 
in  that  section  of  Vs'isconsin* 

The  yield  of  the  different  plots  of  Triumphs  varied  from  30»5  bushels 
to  73,9  bushels  of  primes  ^per  acre«    On  August  20,  every  plant  of  the 
former  plot  was  affected  with  mosaic  and  of  the  latter  only  2«2  per  cent  rof 
the  plants  were  affected  with  mosaic.    The  Irish  Cobblers  cut-yielded  both 
the  Triumphs  and  the  Early  Ohios  with  the  exception  of  om  plot  of  Early 
Chios.    Tha  Station  staff  claimed  that  the  Irish  Cobbler  grew  mere  hear ly 
true  to  t3rpe  this  season  than  for  several  years  previously.    None  of 
early  varieties  produced  tubers  with  second  growth  indicating  thai  the 
Vines  were  practically  killed  during  the  drought  period  of  the  latter  part 
©f  July  and  August. 

The  variation  in  yield  of  the  lata  varieties  of  potatoes  ijas  not  as 
^reat  as  among  the  early  varieties.    The  highest  yield  of  Green  Mountains 
■i^lf.  113.7  bushels  cf  prime  potatoes  per  acre.    The  highest  yield  of  the 
'^murals  was  at  the  rate  cf  138.2  bushels  of  No.  1  potatoes  per  acre  which 
was  4,7  bushels  greater  than  for  the  better  plot  cf  Rural  Russets* 

Not  many  potatoes  are  being  sold  in  the  vicinity  of  Spconer,  Wis. 
Most  of  the  growers  are  planning  to  store  their  potatoes  mth  the  hope 
of  obtaining  better  prices.    It  is  reported  that  some  grou^rs  have  been 
offered  as' low  as  25  cents  per  bushel  and  3  5  cents  per  hundred  pounds; 
but  farmers  prefer  to  hold  them  than  to  s3ll  at  these  prices©    Some  have 
been  sold  for  local  consumption  at  higher  prlceso    Judging  from  the  late 
varieties  harvested  at  the  Experiment  Station,  late  varieties  were  net 
sufficiently  mature  to  be  dipped  when  dug.

The 
author,  E,  V.  Hardenourg  of  Cornell  University,  has  evidently  de-^'-oted  much 
time  to  the  preparation  of  this  report*     it  is  published  as  Mem.oir  57  of 
Cornell  University  Agricultural  E:>9eriment  Station^ 

In  a  paper  recently  read  before  the  Agricultural  Section  on  Commercial 
Horticulture  and  Industry  of  Great  Britain,  Mr.  H,  V.  Taylor,  Deputy 
Controller  of  Horticulture  at  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  of  Great  Britain, 
states  that  in  the  face  of  a  general  industrial  depression  the  farmers  of 
that  country  had  this  season  produced  70.000  acres  of  potatoes  in  excess 
of  the  country's  needs  and  that  as  a  result  the  price  was  below  the  cost 
of  production.    This  example  is  cited  because  it  is  oelieved  that  it 
accurately  reflects  similar  conditions  existing  at  the  present  time  in 
many  sections  of  this  count ry»

Stuart  -mking  preparation  to  receive  shipments  of  coed  potatoes  from  Maine 
and  other  places. 

The  writer  with  the  assistance  of  a  few  men  at  Arlington  Farm  harvest- 
ed the  experimental  plots  of  potatoes  at  Arlington  Expe  rims ntal  Farm^  Va. 
on  Wednesday  and  graded  them  Thursday. 

As  has  been  previously  stated  in  the  publications  of  the  "E-^'e", 
('.ugust  26  and  September  9)  heavy  rains  injured  the  pjtato  crop  on  the  plats 
at  Arlington  Experiment  Station.    The  heavy  dowmour  of.  6,17  incies  of  rain 
on  September  2  flooded  the  area  occupiol  by  the  potito  plots.     Wnen  the 
water  receded  the  high  temperature  anu   )r 'V>.t  sunshine  scalded  the  foliage 
and  practically  killed  sjme  of  t  no  vdtrv  1 '.o        Tne  earlier  vari  etie  3  which 
were  not  as  vigorous  at  zhi^  time  as  la  cr-  v-arieties  and  those  of  a  low 
spreading  vine  grov/th  were  most  serious:  =.y  injuredv 

Fortunately  the  cold  storage  experiment  cdnsisted  of  the  Green  Mountain 
Variety  and  these  recovered  sufficiently  to  produce  reliable  results 
because  the  entire  experiment  had  the  s  ^me  treatment.    The  yields  of  this 
experiment  are  as  follows,  -  seed  stored  at  32'^F  yielded  50  bushels  of 
primes  per  acre;  360F,  90  bushels;  and  iO^F,  50  bushels.
